Ihe  Great  Day  of  the  Feast. 

But  Wednesday  was  the  real  jubilee, 
and  the  whole  day  was  given  up  to  it,  by 
king  and  subjects.  Business  was  sus¬ 
pended,  and  some  six  or  eight  thousand 
people  were  gathered  for  the  occasion. 
The  old  stone  church  was  beautifully  dec¬ 
orated  and  mottoed,  “1820 — JumiiEE— 
1870'’”  being  wrought  in  evergreens  be¬ 
neath  the  choir.  A  grand  procession  was 
formed,  embracing  cavalry.  Good  Tem¬ 
plars,  Sabbath-school  children,  and  citi¬ 
zens  generally.  On  the  right  of  the  pul¬ 
pit  were  the  King  and  Queen,  and  on  the 
left  Mrs.  Thurston  and  Mrs.  Whitney, 
the  only  survivors  of  the  first  missionary 
band,  and  the  members  of  the  mission, 
old  and  young.  Every  nook  and  comer 
of  the  house  was  filled,  while  hundreds 
stood  outside  around.  The  native  choir 
sung  “  Blow  ye  the  trumpet,  blow,”  &c. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Lowell 
Smith,  in  the  Hawaiian  language.  '  Dr. 
Clark  of  Boston,  one  of  the  Secretaries  of 
the  American  Board,  was  the  first  speak¬ 
er,  his  remarks  being  interpreted  byRev'. 
H.  H.  Parker.  He  spoke  of  the  great 
change  wrought  in  the  islands  by  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  Christianity,  and  referred 
in  touching  terms  to  some  of  the  early  la¬ 
borers. 

The  next  speaker  was  his  excellency, 
Mr.  Hareis,  Minister  of  Foreign  .Affairs, 
as  the  representative  of  the  Government. 
He  also  bore  the  most  ample  testimony  to 
the  value  of  the  labors  of  the  missiona¬ 
ries,  and  his  testimony  is  the  more  valua¬ 
ble  because  of  his  high  position  and  his 
abundant  opportunities  for  correct  obser¬ 
vations.  He  said  : 

The  teachings  of  those  men  and  women,  and 
the  civilization  which  they  so  timely  introduc¬ 
ed,  when  the  Pacilic  Ocean  was  comparatively 
unknown  to  the  nations,  “  have  been  the  prin¬ 
cipal  cause  why  j’ou  enjoy  to-day  an  independ¬ 
ent  government  and  representative  institu¬ 
tions.”  But  for  them,  you  might  have  been, 
aye,  you  would  have  been  in  the  position  of  the 
“  New  Zealand  Maories,”  and  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  principal  groups  possessed  by  your  race, 
scattered  through  this  great  ocean. 

The  Society  under  whoso  auspices  this  first 
expedition  of  their  missionaries  sailed,  has  del¬ 
egated  their  chief  executive  officer  (Rev.  Dr. 
Clark)  to  represent  them  on  this  jubilee  day. 
We  are  happy  to  welcome  him  here,  and  to 
know  by  his  own  observation  that  His  Majesty’s 
Government  have  every  disposition  to  recognize 
the  services  of  the  pioneers  and  their  suc¬ 
cessors,  and  at  the  same  time  to  welcome  aU 
philanthropists— aU  who  in  the  name  of  Christ 
preach  His  Gospel  and  are  desirous  of  lending 
their  aid  to  advance  the  education  of  our  peo¬ 
ple,  and  to  promote  peace  and  good  will  among 
men. 

His  excellency,  Hon.  H.  A.  Pierce, 
resident  American  Minister,  was  next  in¬ 
troduced  to  the  assembly.  He  first  knew 
the  Islands  in  1825.  He  subsequentlyre¬ 
sided  there  for  fifteen  years,  and  has  now- 
been  our  Minister  for  the  year  past,  and 
so  is  well  qualified  to  speak.  And  he 
says : 

Forty-five  years’  knowledge  of  this  Archipel¬ 
ago,  enables  me  to  draw  a  truthful  contrast 
between  their  former  state  and  present  condi¬ 
tion.  In  1825,  Hawaiians  were  ignorant  and  de¬ 
based — though  amiable  and  hospitable — pos¬ 
sessing  greater  intelligence  than  other  Poljme- 
sian  races.  In  1870,  we  see  them  advanced  to 
a  high  degree  of  Christian  knowledge,  general 
education,  civilization,  and  material  prosperity. 
The  happy  result  is  due  for  the  most  part,  un¬ 
der  God,  to  the  labors  of  the  American  mission¬ 
aries. 

On  an  occasion  like  this  I  am  permitted  to 
bear  personal  testimony  to  their  Christian  vir¬ 
tues,  zeal,  devotion,  industry,  abihty,  and  faith¬ 
fulness,  as  illustrated  by  fifty  years  of  mission¬ 
ary  labor.  Furthermore,  I  am  firmly  of  opinion 
that  without  their  teachmgs  and  assistance  this 
nation  would  have  long  since  ceased  to  exist. 
Therefore,  may  Hawaiians  of  this  and  coming 
generations  be  grateful  to  God  for  missionary 
instruction  ;  and  for  the  great  benefits  derived 
therefrom. 

Speeches  were  also  made  by  two  ‘  honor- 
ables,’  native  members  of  the  Hawaiian 
Legislature,  and  by  a  native  Hawaiian 
who  has  been  for  seventeen  years  a  mis¬ 
sionary  on  the  Marquesas  Isl.and.s,  all  bear¬ 
ing  most  emphatic  testimony  to  the  great 
change  wrought  in  the  islands  by  the  Gos¬ 
pel,  and  expre.ssing  the  deepest  gratitude 
to  the  missionaries  of  the  .American 
Board.  -All  this  iu  the  presence  of  the  King 
and  Queen,  and  with  their  apparent  sanc¬ 
tion.  It  was  a  glorious  jubilee,  and  a 
grand  triumph  for  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

A  mammoth  pic-nio  followed,  partici¬ 
pated  iu  by  thousands,  and  honored  by 
the  presence  of  the  King  and  Queen.  A 
grand  reunion  of  the  missionaries  and 
their  descendants,  with  native  pastors 
and  others,  occurred  on  Thursday  even¬ 
ing,  at  the  house  of  Rev.  Mr.  Whitney, 
and  so  ended  the  Hawaiian  jubilee  of 
1870.  It  was  a  memorable  occasion,  and

PRESBYTERIAN  BOARD  OF  FOR¬ 
EIGN  MISSIONS. 

Rev.  Mr.  Holcomb,  for  several  years 
pastor  in  Athens,  Ohio,  has  been  appoint¬ 
ed  a  missionary  to  India.  Mr.  Geo.  F. 
Fitch,  late  of  Lane  Seminary,  is  appoint¬ 
ed  to  China.  Miss  R.  Robertson,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Rev.  Wm.  S.  Robertson,  missionary 
to  the  Creeks,  received  her  appointment 
as  Teacher  to  that  mission.  It  was  also 
agreed  to  enlarge,  as  soon  as  possible, 
missionary  operations  among  the  Chinese 
in  California.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Condit  has 
reached  San  Francisco,  and  will  be  en¬ 
gaged  with  Mr.  Loomis  in  his  work 
among  the  Chinese.  Mr.  Condit  has  al¬ 
ready  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  busi¬ 
ness,  having  spent  several  years  as  a  mis¬ 
sionary  in  Canton. 

Rev.  Charles  P.  Bush  "has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  District  Secretary  of  the  Board 
for  Central  and  Western  New  York.  Dr. 
Bush  is  already  well  and  favorably  known, 
having  filled  a  similar  position  iu  behalf 


of  the  American  Board  for  a  number  of 
years.

LETTER  FROM  WASHINGTON. 

Wasbikgion,  D.  C.,  July  ICtli,  1870. 

Editors  Evangelist:  To-day  hns  been 
ene  of  great  interest  here.  In  the  midst 
of  the  intense  pressure  of  the  closing 
hours  of  Congress,  one  of  its  own  num¬ 
ber.  Senator  Norton,  was  called  away 
by  death.  To-day  his  remains  and  those 
of  a  naval  hero,  Rear-Admiral  Dahlgren, 
were  followed  through  our  streets  with 
imposing  processions. 

Dahlgren’s  death  was  startling.  His 
c.all  from  au  important  position  and  great 
usefulness  w’as  with  scarcely  a  note  of 
warning.  His  loss  will  bo  severely  felt 
by  the  service,  for  he  was  its  right  hand 
in  the  important  branch  of  Ordnance. 

The  cortege,  of  some  of  oiu’  highest 
naval  officers,  marines,  and  civilians,  at¬ 
tended  the  very  solemn  service  at  Dr. 
Sunderland’s  Presbyterian  church,  where 
the  Admiral  and  his  first  wife  and  family 
were,  for  a  long  period,  attendants — the 
wife  a  member.  Dr.  Sunderland  deliver¬ 
ed  an  impressive  discourse,  in  which  he 
dwelt  on  the  Admiral’s  staunch  patriot¬ 
ism  at  the  beginning  of  our  struggle  and 
during  the  whole  war,  and  upon  his  heavy 
losses  of  five  children  in  those  years  of 
trial,  one  of  them  being  his  noble  son, 
the  young  officer  Ulric.  The  remains  of 
the  Admiral  were  escorted  from  the 
church  to  the  depot,  to  be  buried  beside 
his  first  wife  in  Laurel  Cemetery.  He 
adds  one  more  name  to  the  naval  roll 
of  the  dead  ;  to  Stewart  and  Salter, 
Adams,  McCauley,  Meade  and  Jarvis, 
with  the  longer  roll  of  lower  officers,  aU 
called  hence  within  the  year.  And  with 
these  names  let  us  write  down  once  more 
from  the  army,  ere  they  too  be  forgotten, 
those  of  Rosseau,  Gardner,  Burton, 
Bowman,  Wood,  and  McCalester,  and 
higher  yet,  Rau-lins  ;  and  of  civilians, 
Stanton  and  Walker.  The  well  known 
lines  on  the  walls  of  the  old  Arlington 
House  which  stands  across  the  Potomac 
in  the  midst  now  of  the  twenty  thousand 
tombs  of  our  heroic  dead,  belong,  of  right, 
to  all : 

“  On  fame’s  eternal  camping  ground 
Their  snow-white  tents  are  spread, 

And  glory  guards  with  solemn  round 
The  bivouac  of  the  dead.” 

To  recur  in  a  word  more  to  our  paval 
men,  it  is  pleasant  to  find  that  our  own 
Church  numbers  among  our  army  and  na¬ 
vy  officers  some  high  examples  of  Christian 
worth  and  bearing.  Striebling  and  Smith, 
now  spoken  of  as  Dahlgren’s  successor, 
Mr.  Farran,  Eakin,  Edwai-ds,  Carter,  and 
a  number  of  others  of  Presbyterian  train¬ 
ing,  have  uniformly  maintained  a  profes¬ 
sion  which  has  adorned  the  service  and 
their  own  name. 

The  funeral  services  for  Senator  Nor¬ 
ton  were  conducted  by  both  of  the  Con¬ 
gressional  chaplains — Drs.  Newman  and 
Butler.  At  the  request  of  the  deceased 
they  were  confined  to  the  simple  reading 
of  Scripture  and  prayer.  A  committee 
of  Congress  w-as  in  attendance  upon  the 
remains  with  the  other  mourners  to  the 
railroad  depot  for  transferment  to  Min¬ 
nesota.  With  this  sad  memory  of  this 
session,  there  is  a  very  jileasing  remem¬ 
brance  of  the  moral  and  religious  tone  of 
this  Congress.  I  do  not  speak  of  very 
decided  personal  religion,  nor  do  I  deny 
that  much  evil,  political  and  social,  exists 
hidden  from  the  eye.  But  there  is  at 
least  a  very  marked  outward  advance. 

Those  who  have  known  the  Congresses 
of  forty  successive  years  do  not  hesitate 
to  point  us  to  the  improvement  in  official 
bearing,  in  freedom  from  intemperance 
and  other  social  rices,  in  very  much  of 
what  sets  a  marked  example  when  shown 
by  men  in  high  places.  I  was  again  im¬ 
pressed  with  this  on  several  visits  of  a 
late  hour  to  the  Capitol. 

The  Closing  Honrs  of  the  Session 
were  hours  of  apparent  disorder,  especial¬ 
ly  of  course  in  the  House ;  yet  at  mid¬ 
night  the  deportment  was  far  in  advance 
of  what  one  witnessed  years  ago  in  a 
House  of  smaller  number  and  in  daylight. 

The  last  few  days  of  the  session  con¬ 
firmed  fully  all  of  which  I  wrote  you  as 
to  the  evils  of  deferred  legislation  and  of 
“Conference  Committees.”  After  fight¬ 
ing  for  or  against  many  important  mea¬ 
sures  in  each  of  the  chief  Appropriation 
Bills,  their  friends  or  opponents  had  the 
pleasure  of  a  forced  settlement  by  six 
managers  or^even  by  four,  agreed  to  by 
the  House  in  some  cases  in  ten  minutes. 
The  report  of  a  conference  committee  oc¬ 
cupies  a  long  solid  column  in  the  Daily 
Globe,  recites  almost  entirely  numbers  of 
sections  only,  and  is  understood  at  the 
time  of  passing  by  none  but  the  commit¬ 
tees. 

The  House  did  gracefully  yield  at  last 
to  the  Senate  in  the  Indian  Appropria¬ 
tion  Bill.  After  the  report  by  the  third 
conference  committee  that  they  could 
not  agree,  and  after  the  most  rigorous 
effort  to  dodge  the  question  by  a  resolu¬ 
tion  appropriating  the  money  (for  the 
Treaties  of  1867-C8)  in  gross  to  be  put  in¬ 
to  the  hands  of  the  President,  and  used 
as  he  thought  proper,  this  resolution  was 
refused,  and  the  Indian  Bill  passed. 

The  proviso  in  it  that  this  act  “neither 
asserts  nor  denies  the  right  of  those  Trea¬ 
ties,”  is  rightly  judged  as  of  no  moment, 
since  the  appropriation  for  these  Treaties 
itself  concedes  the  point.  The  chairman 
declared  to  the  House  that  it  was  giving 
up  the  whole  ground  they  had  taken. 
The  Executive  and  Senate  were  a  unit  in 
the  matter.  Congress  would  have  been 
reconvened. 

They  are  now  encouraged  by  the  peace 
attitude  taken  by  Spotted  Tail  since  his 
return ;  and  at  the  Indian  Bureau,  I  be¬ 
lieve  the  expectation  of  avoiding  an  In¬ 


dian  war,  and  of  fulfilling  our  obligations 
to  both  whites  and  Indians,  is  now  grea4 
ly  strengthened.  Let  us  give  thanks. 

The  President’s  special  message  caused 
much  excitement.  Notwithstanding  the 
foreign  war  news,  however,  the  session 
seemed  incapable  of  l^ing  a  third  time 
prolonged.  At  five  P.  M.  the  Forty -first 
Congress  adjourned.  Of  about  thirty-five 
hundred  bills  introduced,  perhaps  over 
five  hundred  became  laws.  Nearly  fifty  of 
these,  and  the  appropriation  of  nearly 
one  million  of  dollars,  were  for  the  per¬ 
manent  benefit  of  the  Capital  of  the  na¬ 
tion.  Amicus.

Editors  Evangelist : — En  route  for  Cali¬ 
fornia  one  turns  aside  to  see  this  strange 
thing  that  stains  a  fair  valley,  where 
“  every  prospect  pleases  and  only  man  is 
vile.  ”  It  has  been  permitted  me  to  see 
it  under  circumstances  favorable  for  fram¬ 
ing  a  judgment,  in  the  very  homes  of  its 
dignitaries,  and  I  as.snre  you  that  I  like  it 
the  less  for  the  closer  view.  I  write  not 
to  describe  it ;  but  only  to  say  that  a  per¬ 
sonal  view  of  the  Mormon  country  in  its 
present  condition  has  impressed  me  with 
the  idea  that  our  own  Church  has  now  an 
opportunity  to  go  in  and  possess  the  land. 
Evidences  of  demoralization  are  on  every 
hand.  Brigham  Young’s  influence  is 
waning,  and  his  church  falling,  not  more 
by  reason  of  its  own  corruptions,  and  the 
influence  of  the  Pacific  railroad,  than 
because  of  the  strength  of  the  Reform 
movements  that  are  assuming  giant  pro¬ 
portions.  I  have  had  an  unsolicited  but 
agreeable  interview  with  Mr.  Godbe  the 
leader  of  the  Zion  Church,  or  “  God- 
beites.”  He  is  a  man  of  gi-eater  intel¬ 
ligence  and  culture  than  the  Prophet 
himself  or  his  advisers.  The  orthodox 
leaders  are  men  of  coarser  gi’ain,  whose 
sermons  however  forcible  evince  a  lack  of 
education  not  only,  but  of  refined  feeling. 
They  are  absolute  dogmatics  too,  but  Mr. 
Godbe,  while  a  believer  in  a  certain  mod¬ 
ified  form  of  the  Mormon  faith,  seems  to 
be  an  unprejudiced  seeker  after  the  ti-uth. 
The  Zion  Church  reject  the  patriarchal 
idea  of  the  original  “  Latter  Day  Saints,” 
the  doctrine  of  polygamy  as  held  by  them, 
and  the  temporal  authority  of  Brigham. 
Some  of  the  adherents  of  this  reform  were 
polygamists  when  espousing  the  cause, 
and  their  relationships  remain  un¬ 
changed,  Vut  they  discourage  the  form¬ 
ing  of  new  relationships  of  this  character. 
It  is  true  that  the  Godbeites  are  in  some 
sense  Spiritualists,  and  hold  a  sort  of  Uni¬ 
tarian  view  of  the  Atonement,  but  with 
all  this  they  present  features  which  we 
should  regard  as  hopeful. 

Perhaps,  however,  the  most  encourag¬ 
ing  aspect  of  their  reform,  is  to  be  found 
in  their  loyalty  to  the  United  States  Gov¬ 
ernment.  The  Orthodox-Mormon  Church 
is  an  absolute  despotism,  existing  in  a 
nation  of  freemen,  and  is  in  actual  rebel¬ 
lion  to  the  constituted  authorities.  Its 
leaders  are  unscrupulous,  and  the  masses 
of  the  people  easily  led  into  such  rebel¬ 
lion,  because  coming  directly  from  their 
old  world  homes  to  this  wilderness  retreat, 
they  are  ignorant  of  our  institutions.  The 
Godbeite  reform  on  the  other  hand,  num¬ 
bering  several  hundred  followers,  and 
having  a  very  respectably  conducted 
paper,  with  a  circulation  of  1600  copies, 
is  largely  composed  of  the  young,  intelli¬ 
gent,  and  enterprising  of  the  settlers  of 
Salt  Lake  Valley.  Elder  Lyman  is  the 
most  eloquent  preacher  of  this  sect,  and 
will  in  time  occupy  an  office  in  it  corre¬ 
sponding  to  that  held  by  Brigham  in  the 
Orthodox  Church. 

The  Josephites,  or  followers  of  Joseph 
Smith,  have,  also  seceded  from  the  origi¬ 
nal  body,  as  you  know,  and  their  move¬ 
ment  gains  strength.  To-day  a  company 
of  40  or  50  of  this  sect  left  here  for  the 
States,  disgusted  both  with  the  so-called 
religion,  and  with  the  tyranny  exercised 
over  them  in  temporalities.  Such  com¬ 
panies  are  frequently  leaving  the  terri¬ 
tory,  and  numbers  of  other  dupes  would 
leave,  did  not  their  poverty  forbid. 

Now  then  is  the  time  to  preach  the  true 
Gospel  to  this  deceived  and  unhappy 
people,  who  with  the  pleasant  glimpse 
the  railroad  is  giving  them  of  a  better 
civilization  than  their  own,  and  the  nar¬ 
rowing  effects  of  their  isolation  at  an  end, 
will  welcome  a  more  satisfying  faith.  The 
Gentile  efforts  of  former  times  which  fail¬ 
ed,  may  now  bo  renewed  with  better  pros¬ 
pects  of  success.  Our  Methodist  brethren 
have  already  established  a  missionary 
here,  who  is  meeting  with  the  hearty  co¬ 
operation  of  Christians  of  various  denom¬ 
inations,  as  well  as  of  the  victims  of  the 
delusion.  The  mission  is  but  six  weeks 
old,  yet  in  a  hall  above  a  stable  (fit  spot 
to  be  the  birth-place  of  a  Christian  enter¬ 
prise),  it  has  a  congregation  that  has 
grown ,  until  yesterday,  when  I  worshipped 
with  them,  they  numbered  more  than  one 
hundred,  and  the  Sunday-school  gathered 
75  children,  while  at  a  strawberry  festival 
held  the  previous  evening,  the  proceeds 
amounted  to  ^00.  I  conversed  with 
Presbyterians  and  Congregationalists  of 
influence,  who  arc  ready  to  aid  in  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  church  of  their  own  pre¬ 
ference.  Will  not  our  brethren  at  homo 
turn  their  attention  to  this  field  ? 

An  orderly  place  of  temperate  and  Sab¬ 
bath-keeping  habit  is  this  pretty  city,  sit¬ 
uated  in  a  charming  valley — a  valley,  by 
the  way,  the  quiet  beauty  of  which  is  re¬ 
freshing  to  the  traveller  over  the  Pacific 
road  from  the  East,  after  passing  through 
the  sublime  scenery  of  those  great  can¬ 
yons  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.

which  he  had  located.  But  God  had 
otherwise  determined.  He  was  attacked 
with  typhoid  fever  about  New  Year’s,  and 
after  struggling  with  the  disease  and  in¬ 
firmity  of  years  about  seven  weeks,  much 
of  the  time  unconscious,  he  fell  aideep  in 
Jesus,  February  18th,  1870,  aged  seventy- 
three  years. 

I  have  thus  given  a  sketch  of  his  event¬ 
ful  life.  His  usefulness  did  not  com¬ 
mence  with  his  ministry,  but  with  his 
religious  life.  As  a  layman,  he  labored 
much  and  successfully  for  the  salvation  of 
souls.  His  labors  in  the  ministry  were 
about  thirty-eight  and  one-half  years. 
Many  men,  in  my  opinion,  much  more 
distinguished  by  worl^y  honors,  have  ac¬ 
complished  much  less  for  the  salvation  of 
souls.  It  might  be  truly  said  he  labored 
in  much  weakness,  and  self-denial  was  a 
prominent  trait  of  his  life.  I  have  known 
him  to  labor  day  after  day  in  religious  re¬ 
vivals  when  most  men  in  his  physical 
weakness  and  suffering  would  have  retired 
to  a  sick  bed.  Eternity  alone  will  unfold 
the  extent  of  his  success  in  labor  for  the 
salvation  of  souls. 

To  those  who  were  personally  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  him  every  eulogy  is  superfluous. 
But  I  desire  to  do  justice  to  the  memory 
of  ail  old  friend  even  in  youth,  and  hold 
up  his  examjile  for  the  imitation  of  others 
who  may  come  after  us.  In  his  private 
relations  faithful  and  generous,  he  won 
the  respect  of  all  around  him.  Iu  his 
social  intercourse  he  was  frank,  cordial 
and  sincere  aud  liberal  to  all  Christians  of 
every  name.  By  his  brethren  in  the  min¬ 
istry  he  was  highly  esteemed.  'To  his  be¬ 
loved  wife  and  children  his  death  is  an 
irreparable  loss,  but  his  release  from 
bodily  suffering  aud  his  entrance  into 
Heavenly  joy  and  rest  in  the  presence 
of  his  Saviour,  should  be  their  cousola- 
tion.

REAR-ADMIRAG  JOHN  A.  DAHGGREN. 

This  distinguished  naval  officer  died 
at  'Washington,  ou  the  12th  instant.  He 
was  one  of  the  foremost  men  iu  his  pro¬ 
fession,  particularly  in  relation  to  ord¬ 
nance  and  gunnery,  and  is  perhaps  best 
known  by  his  invention  of  the  shell  gun 
which  bears  his  name.  He  was  born  in 
Philadelphia,  from  w'hich  city  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  a  midshipman,  February  1,  1826. 
He  cruised  in  the  South  Atlantic  in  the 
frigate  Macedonian,  then  a  part  of  the 
Brazil  squadron,  and  also  ou  the  Ontario 
in  the  Mediterranean.  In  1832  he  be¬ 
came  a  passed  midshipman,  and  from 
1836  to  1842  was  employed  on  the  coast 
survey.  In  1837  he  was  appointed  Lieu¬ 
tenant,  aud  in  1844  was  attached  to  the 
frigate  Cumberland,  then  in  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean.  In  1847  he  was  assigned  to  ord¬ 
nance  duty,  and  continued  to  be  so  en¬ 
gaged  for  ten  years,  during  which  inter¬ 
val  ho  invented  and  perfected  the  gun 
which  bears  his  name.  In  1853  he  was 
commissioned  a  commander.  In  1860  he 
was  again  placed  on  ordnance  duty  at 
the  Washington  Navy-Yard,  where  he  was 
at  the  time  the  war  broke  out.  Most  of 
the  officers  at  the  post  went  over  to  the 
rebel  cause,  but  he  remained  faithful,  and 
was  promoted  to  the  command  of  the 
yard.  In  July,  1862,  he  became  Captain, 
and  was  appointed  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Ordnance.  In  1863,  when  the  Navy 
was  reorganized,  he  was  very  deservedly 
made  one  of  the  Rear-Admirals,  and  as¬ 
signed  to  the  South  Atlantic  blockading 
squadron  on  the  6th  of  July,  relieving 
Admiral  Dupont.  In  conjunction  with 
land  forces,  an  attack  was  made  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  capture  of  Morris  Island  and 
the  demolition  of  Fort  Sumter.  In  De¬ 
cember,  1864,  he  established  communica¬ 
tions  with  General  Sherman,  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  capture  of  Savannah  by  the 
land  forces.  In  1866  he  was  placed  in 
command  of  the  North  Pacific  squadron, 
but  after  two  years  was  retired,  when  he 
was  again  made  Chief  of  Ordnance.  Last 
Fall  he  was  appointed  to  the  command  of 
the  Washington  Navy- Yard,  where  he  con  1 
tinned  until  the  time  of  his  death.  It  is 
believed  that  he  died  of  disease  of  the 
heart. 

Besides  his  invention  of  the  large  guns, 
he  invented  a  rifled  cannon  for  naval  pur¬ 
poses  W'hich  was  successfully  used,  aud 
projected  the  light  boat  howitzers  with 
iron  carriages,  which  are  now  much  used 
iu  the  Navy.  Besides  this,  he  contributed 
several  valuable  reports  ou  matters  con¬ 
nected  with  ordnance. 

Admiral  Dahlgren  was  widely  known, 
and  highly  respected,  and  his  death  cre¬ 
ates  a  loss  that  cannot  easily  be  filled. 

SABBATH-SCHOOGS. 

The  Congregational  Sabbath-school  in 
Swampscott,  Mass.,  celebrated  its  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary,  on  the  10th  inst.  An 
admirable  opening  sei-vice,  consisting  of 
a  brief  Scripture  reading  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  Dr.  Porter,  a  Scripture  recita¬ 
tion  by  a  class,  and  a  chant  by  the  school, 
prepared  the  way  for  the  ‘  Floral  Tribute,’ 
the  legend  ‘Jesus  the  Rose  of  Sharon,’ 
being  sp  elled  out  upon  a  banner  elevated 
in  the  pulpit,  as  the  letters  were  brought 
up  one  by  one  with  appropriate  recita¬ 
tions.  'Valuable  historical  statements  were 
presented  by  the  superintendent  and  the 
acting  pastor  of  the  church,  Rev.  John 
Thompson. 

The  Eliot  Sabbath-school  in  Newton, 
Mass. ,  celebrated  its  25th  anniversary  last 
Sabbath.  The  number  of  conversions  re¬ 
ported  during  its  entire  history,  is  246. 
In  1861  a  branch  school  was  formed  at 
North  village,  which  has  now  grown  into 
a  church.  The  Eliot  School  now  numbers 
330.  Contributions  the  past  year  $648  ; 
conversions  20. 

At  a  Sabbath-school  union  concert  held 
on  the  10th,  in  the  First  church,  North¬ 
ampton,  Mass.,  it  was  stated  that  at  the 
organization  of  the  Sabbath-school  some 
fifty  years  ago,  the  number  of  scholars, 
old  and  young,  was  about  500.  Then 
there  was  but  one  school  in  town.  Now 
there  are  ten,  including  mission-schools, 
and  not  including  the  Catholics,  with  a 
membership  of  1500.  It  was  spoken  of 
as  a  healthful  sign  ©f  progress,  as  the 
town  had  not  increased  its  population  in 
the  same  proportion. 

The  Managers  of  the  Bible  Society  met 
on  the  7lh  instant,  Janies  Iicnox,  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  in  the  chair.  Dr.  T.  K.  'Vermilye  con¬ 
ducted  the  religious  exercises.  I’en  new  aux¬ 
iliaries  were  recognized,  of  which  two  are  in 
Tennessee,  two  in  North  Carolina,  two  in 
Kansas,  aud  in  South  Carolina,  Michigan,  and 
Wisconsin  one  each,  and  one  in  Dakota  Ter¬ 
ritory.  Communications  were  received  from 
many  sources,  among  others  from  Rt.  Rev. 
Rishop  Williams,  Shanghai,  sending  fiscal  ac¬ 
counts,  and  also  information  as  to  the  trans¬ 
lation,  which  is  still  in  progress,  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  into  the  Mandarin  colloquial  dialect  • 
from  Rev.  Dr.  Bergne,  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society,  with  expressions  of 
high  gratification  at  the  visit  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Vermilye  as  the  delegate  from  this  Society 
at  the  late  anniversary  of  the  former  society. 
Ihe  total  number  of  volumes  granted  is 
12,398,  besides  others  to  the  value  of  $278  34, 
and  $150  to  the  Episcopal  Mission  in  China 
to  pay  a  native  assistant  in  translating. 

An  interesting  letter  was  read  from  A. 
Robertson  Walsh,  Esq.,  Vice  Presideut,  pre¬ 
senting  an  excellent  portrait  by  Jarvis  of  the 
late  Rev.  Dr.  John  M.  Mason,  one  of  the 
founders  of  this  Society,  and  for  several 
years  Foreign  Secretary.  The  portrait  will  be 
hung  in  the  Managers’  Room. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Vermilye  gave  a  gratifying 
account  of  the  anniversary  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society,  and  of  his  reception  as 
the  delegate  of  this  Society.

A  WICKED  WAR. 

France  has  declared  war  against  Prus¬ 
sia.  In  spite  of  the  protest  of  other  pow¬ 
ers,  and  to  the  astonishment  and  indigna¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  civilized  world,  she  has 
suddenly  cut  short  all  negotiations  by  an 
appeal  to  arms.  A  more  wanton  and 
wicked  outrage  was  never  committed  since 
fii'st  men  began  to  shed  each  other’s  blood. 
The  cause  was  too  trifling  for  notice.  The 
alleged  grievance  was  that  a  petty  German 
Prince  was  likely  to  be  offered  the  throne 
of  Spain.  If  this  were  an  offence  to  the 
dignity  of  France,  the  power  of  which  to 
demand  redress,  was  not  Prussia  but 
Spain.  A  single  protest  in  that  quarter 
would  have  been  quite  sufficient.  But 
even  Spain  was  hardly  to  blame.  She 
had  been  trying  for  two  years  to  find  a 
king.  She  had  sought  one  in  Portugal, 
in  Italy,  and  in  England.  The  Duke 
de  Montpcnsier,  who  would  have  been 
on  many  accounts  the  fittest  person,  was 
left  aside  simply  because  he  was  unaccept¬ 
able  to  France.  The  idea  of  a  German 
Prince  seems  to  have  been  the  last  resort 
for  a  candidate.  There  is  no  evidence 
that  the  Prussian  Government  had  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  it,  or  cared  anything 
about  it.  At  any  rate,  seeing  the  opposi¬ 
tion  of  France,  it  declared  its  disapproval 
of  the  project,  and  the  young  Prince  him¬ 
self  promptly  withdrew  his  name,  and 
there  was  an  end — or  should  have  been — 
of  the  whole  matter. 

But  France  did  not  want  to  be  satisfi¬ 
ed.  It  had  got  a  pretext  for  a  quarrel ; 
and  when  its  grievance  was  removed,  it 
proceeded  to  offer  an  insult.  Not  content 
that  the  Prince  should  withdraw,  it  de¬ 
manded  that  Prussia  should  make  him 
withdraw,  and  provide  that  hereafter  no 
German  should  be  approached  on  the 
subject — a  demand  which  was  as  superflu¬ 
ous  and  offensive  as  it  would  be  to  require 
of  our  Government  that  no  American  cit¬ 
izen  should  ever  be  asked  to  become  King 
of  Spain  !  This  impertinence  stirred  the 
blood  of  old  King  ‘William,  and  he  refus¬ 
ed  to  see  the  Ambassador  any  more  ; 
whereupon  the  high  and  mighty  power  of 
France  considered  its  dignity  insulted, 
and  proceeded  to  declare  war  ! 

But  nations  do  not  go  to  war  on  a  mere 
jioint  of  etiquette  unless  there  is  some 
strong  motive  behind,  that  impels  them 
to  take  advantage  of  such  an  opportunity. 
In  this  case  the  motive  is  obvious.  It  is 
national  rivalship  and  jealousy.  France 
has  long  held  the  first  place  on  the  Con¬ 
tinent  as  a  military  power.  It  reached 
its  highest  point  under  the  first  Napoleon; 
jnd  it  bos  been  the  ambition  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  Emperor  td  revive  the  traditions  and 
triumphs  of  that  splendid  reign.  For  a 
time  he  was  successful.  In  the  Crimean 
war  of  1854  he  showed  his  power  against 
Russia,  and  in  the  Italian  war  of  1859  his 
power  against  Austria.  Then  he  was  at 
the  very  pinnacle  of  his  greatness.  Soon 
after  began  his  decline.  At  the  time  of 
our  civil  war  some  bad  adviser — perhaps 
his  wife,  who  has  more  than  once  been 
his  evil  genius — suggested  an  invasion  of 
this  continent,  and  he  attempted  to  set 
up  an  empire  in  Mexico — a  costly  and 
bloody  crusade,  that  ended  in  the  ghast¬ 
ly  spectacle  of  the  public  execution  of 
his  puppet  Emperor. 

But  even  this  was  a  less  severe  blow  at 
the  ascendancy  of  France  than  the  issue 
of  the  German  war  of  1866.  The  sudden 
and  astounding  success  of  Prussia  was  a 
surprise  and  a  disap  pointment  to  Napo¬ 
leon.  He  had  looked  for  an  exactly  op¬ 
posite  result.  When  the  war  began,  he 
did  not  doubt  the  speedy  triumph  of  Aus¬ 
tria,  and  fully  expected  to  be  called  upon 
to  come  iu  at  the  last  to  save  Prussia, 
which  he  would  generously  do  at  the 
price  of  the  provinces  of  the  Rhine  !  But 
to  the  amazement  of  France  and  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  in  six  weeks  Prussia  had  humbled 
the  proud  monarchy  of  Austria  to  the 
dust,  had  marched  an  immense  army  over 
the  mountains  of  Bohemia,  had  fought 
and  gained  one  of  the  greatest  battles  of 
modern  times,  and  dictated  peace  almost 
at  the  gates  of  "Yienna  !  This  rapid  and 
overwhelming  triumph  placed  Prussia  at 
the  very  head  of  the  military  nations  of 
Europe— in  the  place  so  long  held  by 
France.  To  regain  the  prestige  then  lost, 
and  to  recover  its  old  ascendancy,  is  the 
real  object  of  the  present  war,  for  which 
the  Emperor  has  been  diligently  prepar¬ 
ing  for  the  last  four  years. 

But  the  object  of  a  war  is  one  thing, 
and  its  issue  is  often  another.  The  result 
may  be  very  different  from  the  design. 
It  would  be  rash  to  anticipate  events, 
when  a  single  week  or  a  day  may  change 
the  whole  scene.  Of  course  it  is  for  the 
interest  of  France  to  make  the  war  a  short 
one.  The  Emperor  means  to  repeat  the 
six  weeks’  campaign  in  Lombardy  in  1859. 
But  he  has  another  enemy  to  deal  with, 
and  it  is  our  strong  conviction  that  he 
will  find  the  task  before  him  more  diffi¬ 
cult  than  he  anticipates,  if  he  do  not  fail 
in  it  altogether. 

With  such  views  of  the  origin  of  the 
war,  our  sympathies  are  wholly  with  Prus¬ 
sia  as  the  injured  party.  France  is  the 
assailant.  Without  any  cause  or  provoca¬ 
tion  she  has  attacked  a  peaceful  neigh¬ 
bor.  In  such  a  case  it  is  but  just  that 
“  they  that  take  the  sword  should  perish 
by  the  sword”  ;  and  if  France  should  be 
defeated,  and  its  ambitions  Emperor  be 
overthrown,  we  could  but  feel  that  it  was 
a  most  righteous  retribution.  The  misery 
of  it  all  is  that  it  is  not  the  guilty  mon¬ 
arch  alone  who  suffers,  but  the  thousands 


of  poor  soldiers  who  are  driven  like  cattle 
to  the  slaughter. 

And  this  it  is  which  makes  the  guilt  of 
such  a  step  so  great,  that  it  involves  so 
much  of  human  suffering.  To  ambitious 
rulers  and  military  men  war  may  mean 
glory,  but  to  tens  (or  it  may  be  hundreds) 
of  thousands  it  means  death,  or  bloody 
wounds,  mangled  limbs,  suffering  in  the 
hospital,  and  all  the  miseries  that  follow 
in  the  track  of  war.  Advancing  armies 
carry  desolation  in  their  train.  “Before 
them  the  land  is  as  the  garden  of  Eden  ; 
behind  them  it  is  a  desolate  wilderness.” 
To  the  poor  peasants  of  France  and  of 
Germany  war  means  increased  taxes  and 
greater  poverty.  All  this  is  the  conse¬ 
quence  of  one  man’s  ambition. 

As  ag;ainst  each  other  such  a  war  in¬ 
volves  immediate  cessation  of  intercourse 
between  two  of_the  greatest  nations  of  the 
earth.  Those  who  were  before  peaceful 
neighbors,  become  arrayed  in  arms  against 
each  other.  Brother  lifts  up  sword  against 
brother.  This  sudden  change  of  relations 
extends  throughout  the  world.  In  India, 
China,  Australia,  wherever  French  and 
German  ships  are  lying  side  by  side  in 
peaceful  waters,  in  friendly  intercourse, 
instantly  they  are  converted  into  enemies 
and  run  out  their  guns  against  each  other. 
Thus  peace  flies  from  the  earth,  and  war 
and  misery  make  the  circuit  of  the  globe. 
All  these  consequences,  neai’  and  remote, 
must  be  taken  into  view  to  appreciate  the 
full  enormity  of  such  a  crime. 

But  in  our  indignation  at  the  guilty  au¬ 
thors  of  this  needless  conflict,  we  must 
not  forget  that  God  has  His  own  ends  to 
accomplish  even  by  the  wrath  and  wicked¬ 
ness  of  men.  Many  students  of  prophecy 
look  upqp  these  overtumings — these  wars 
and  rumors  of  wars — as  necessary  prelim¬ 
inaries  to  the  final  establishment  of  the 
universal  reign  of  the  Prince  of  Peace. 
To  them  it  is  but  the  fulfilment  of  some 
prophetic  curse — the  bursting  of  a  seal,  or 
the  pouring  out  of  a  vial  into  the  air. 
They  tell  us  that  these  things  must  come 
to  pass  ;  that  there  shall  yet  be  such  con¬ 
flicts,  such  rising  of  nation  against  nation, 
that  “  blood  shall  come  up  to  the  horses’ 
bridles  ”  ;  and  that  theu,  when  despair 
covers  the  earth  with  a  black  pall,  the 
children  of  God  are  to  lift  up  their  head.s, 
for  their  redemption  draweth  nigh. 

Whether  this  be  so  or  not,  we  cannot 
doubt  that  even  this  fierce  explosion  of 
wrath  and  wickedness  has  its  appointed 
work  in  the  counsels  of  God,  even  though 
it  be  a  work  of  judgment  ;  and  that  in  the 
end  it  shall  conduce  to  the  triumph  of 
liberty,  justice,  and  truth. 


“  OUR  ESTABLISHED  CHURCH  ” 
AGAIN. 

The  following  record  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  this 
city,  speaks  for  itself.  It  bears  date  Mon¬ 
day,  July  11th  : 

By  the  President- 

Petition  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer  for  a 
lease  of  certain  grounds  belonging  to  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

In  connection  therewith,  the  President  pre¬ 
sented  the  following  peamble  and  resolution  : 

Whereas,  By  resoTunon  of  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil,  adopted  December  — ,  1864,  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor  December  31, 1864,  the  twelve  lots 
of  ground  comer  of  Eighty-tirst  and  Eighty- 
second  streets  and  Fourtli  avenue  were  grant¬ 
ed  to  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  at  the  pleas¬ 
ure  of  the  Common  Council,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  thereon  a  church,  school-house,  and 
rectory ; 

Resolved,  That  to  enable  the  Church  of  the 
Redeemer  to  extend  their  educational  work,  a 
lease  for  ninety-nine  years  be  granted  to  them 
of  the  eight  lots  extending  one  hundred  feet 
on  Fourth  avenue,  and  two  hundred  feet  on 
Eighty-second  street ;  and  that  a  similar  lease 
be  granted  to  the  Sisters  of  St.  Mary  of  the 
four  lots  extending  one  hundred  feet  on  Fourth 
avenue  and  one  hundred  feet  on  Eighty- 
first  street,  and  that  the  ComptroUer  is  hereby 
directed  to  execute  such  leases,  at  the  rate  oif 
one  dollar  per  annum. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fin¬ 
ance,  when  appointed. 

The  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of 
the  city,  along  with  other  duties,  are 
cliarged  with  the  guardianship  of  the  city 
property.  They  are  asked  by  “  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer”  to  lease  them 
certain  lots  of  ground,  belonging  to  all 
the  citizens,  without  distinction  of  sect. 
The  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
comes  forward  witk  a  proposition  viiiu- 
ally  to  donate  the  property  in  question  to 
the  Episcopal  petitioners — Dr.  Thrall  and 
others — for  ecclesiastical  purposes.  He 
proposes  also,  undoubtedly  by  request, 
although  it  does  not  appear  that  there 
are  any  petitioners,  to  adjoin  to  this  do¬ 
nation  another  to  “  the  Sisters  of  St.  Ma¬ 
ry  ”  (Roman  Catholic),  the  appropriation 
in  tliis  case  also  to  come  from  city  prop¬ 
erty,  in  which  all  citizens,  without  any  dis¬ 
tinction  of  sect,  have  an  equal  right. 

What  the  merits  of  the  claims  urged 
by  “  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer  ”  may 
be,  we  are  not  informed.  If,  in  surren¬ 
dering  their  old  site  on  Hamilton  Square, 
they  are  entitled  to  compensation,  let 
that  compensation  be  granted  on  inde¬ 
pendent  grounds.  In  such  a  case,  they 
should  resent  and  reject  a  concession 
coupled  with  an  appropriation  objection¬ 
able  on  every  ground  on  which  the  equal 
rights  of  all  religious  bodies  can  be  de¬ 
fended.  If  they  are  not  properly  and 
justly  entitled  to  what  they  ask,  their  pe¬ 
tition  should  be  summarily  dismissed. 

But  there  is  something  which  renders 
their  claim  suspicious  in  the  provision 
which  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  tacked 
to  it.  It  is  in  bad  company.  They  owe 
it  to  them^ves,  and  to  the  communityat 
large,  to  show  that  they  are  not  involved 
in  complicity  with  a  proposal  which,  on 
its  face,  and  so  far  as  we  can  judge,  is  an 
outrage  upon  the  rights  of  every  citizen, 
and  an  insult  to  the  principles  of  our  re¬ 
publican  government. 

As  to  the  proposed  appropriation  to 
“  the  Sisters  of  St.  Mary,”  the  only  apol¬ 
ogy  or  excuse  for  it  must  be  found  in  the 
shelter  afforded  it  by  the  petition  of  “  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer.”  No  responsi¬ 
ble  name  appears  asking  the  appropria¬ 
tion.  We  venture  to  say,  that  but  for  the 
grant  with  which  it  is  coupled,  no  one 
would  venture  to  appear.  The  President 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Thomas  Co¬ 
man,  Esq.,  is  the  only  party  in  the  case 
who  is  identified  openly  with  the  obnox¬ 
ious  proposition.  He  combines,  or  pre¬ 
pares  to  combine,  the  two  grants.  Not  a 
word  of  objection  or  remonstrance  meets 
his  proposal,  and  thus  the  way  is  opened 
to  add  another  to  that  long  series  of  un¬ 
just  and  unwarrantable  appropriations 
which  have  won  for  a  single  denomina¬ 
tion  among  us  the  title  of  “  Onr  Estab¬ 
lished  Church.” 

It  is  .assumed,  of  course,'  that  the  ap¬ 


propriation  to  “  the  Sisters  of  St.  Mary  ” 
will  be  welcome.  They  are  ready  to  ac¬ 
cept  it  as  a  matter  of  course.  The  Roman 
Catholic  Church  Jias  received  the  lion’s 
share  of  appropriations  to  ecclesiastical 
bodies,  or  objects,  in  which  Protestants 
of  every  name  should  blush  to  participate 
or  be  accounted  as  accomplices. 

We  repudiate,  in  toto,  the  principle  on 
which  these  appropriations  are  based. 
We  care  not  who  is  benefited — Protest¬ 
ant  or  Catholic,  Jew  or  Gentile — the 
principle  is  wrong,  fundamentally  so. 
It  is  a  violation  of  the  civil  and  the  re¬ 
ligious  rights  of  the  commuuity.  It  tends 
to  undermine,  it  directly  saps  the  con¬ 
stitutional  provisio  ns  by  which  alone  our 
existing  form  of  society  and  government 
are  secured  from  invasion.  No  court  in 
the  State,  administered  in  accordance 
with  the  spirit  of  our  institutions,  could 
accept  or  endorse  it.  It  is  unconstitu¬ 
tional.  It  is  revolutionary.  It  is  a  prin¬ 
ciple  which  has  figured  in  the  history  of 
ecclesiastic.'d  tyranny  on  both  sides  of  the 
Atlantic,  till  all  just  and  impartial  minds 
pronounce  its  Anathema, 

Is  it  now  to  be  revived  ?  Will  our  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  fellow-citizens  endorse  it,  in 
the  face  of  the  public  indignation  which 
kindred  appropriations  have  already  ex¬ 
cited,  and  thus  stultify  their  own  profes¬ 
sions  ?  Will  they,  complaining  of  the 
least  encroachment  on  what  they  regard 
as  their  rights  in  any  respect,  trample 
boldly  on  the  rights  ef  all  other  bodies, 
and  show  that  they  have  no  principle  but 
that  df  selfish  aggrandizement  ?  If  Mr. 
Coman  is  their  tool,  let  them  say  so.  If 
he  has  officiously  interfered  in  their  be¬ 
half,  let  them  disown  him.  W e  shall  await 
the  issue. 

This  gi^'ing  away  of  the  public  property 
to  a  catholic  school  or  convent  is  only  in 
keeping  with  a  ijolicy  against  which 
the  outraged  sense  of  the  great  mass 
of  the  community  must  utter  its  most 
emphatic  protest.  From  all  that  appears 
on  the  record,  Thomas  Coman,  Esq.,  the 
President  of  the  Board,  is  in  this  case 
the  individual  who  is  responsible  for  the 
proceeding.  It  may  not  have  originated 
with  him— we  presume  it  did  not — but 
his  own  sense  of  propriety  should  have 
revo'ited  from  having  his  name  associated 
with  such  a  proposition.  The  Common 
Council  of  this  city  have  no  right  to  ap¬ 
propriate  the  common  property  of  all  our 
citizens  to  any  ecclesiastical  body.  In 
doing  so  they  wrong  and  exasperate  the 
members  of  all  the  other  sects,  and  we 
may  add  also,  not  a  few  of  those  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  body  to  which  the  donation  Ls 
made. 

We  only  speak  the  sentiment  of  indig¬ 
nant  thousands  when  we  say  that  this 
course  of  things  must  be  arrested.  It  is 
introducing  among  us  a  mischief  which 
sows  the  wind  to  reap  the  whirlwind.  We 
want  no  “Established  Church,”  and  to 
have  one  forced  upon  us — even  if  it  were 
as  Protestant  as  it  is  the  reverse — is  cal¬ 
culated  to  rouse  up  all  the  elements  of  op- 
j  position  which  are  wont  to  figure  in  revo¬ 
lutions.  Have  the  leading  minds  in  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  who  sanction 
such  projects  as  the  one  proposed,  been 
bereft  of  sagacity?  Do  they  wish  to  stul¬ 
tify  themselves — to  plead  for  liberty  and 
acquire  dominion,  to  demand  the  rights 
of  American  citizens,  and  trample  on 
those  constitutional  provisions  for  equal 
relig^ious  rights,  by  which  alone  social 
peace  generalty,  and  their  own  secuoity 
specifically,  throughout  the  land  can  be 
assured  ?  For  ourselves,  we  say  that  in  a 
matter  of  this  kind,  w'e  are  resolved  to 
know  neither  Protestant  or  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  civil  rights,  and  the  rights  of  the  com¬ 
munity  shall  be  accounted  inviolable 
against  ecclesiastical  usurpation,  come 
from  what  source  it  may.  It  is  becoming 
every  member  of  the  city  government  to 
wash  his  hands  clean  of  all  complicity  in 
a  measure  like  that  which  now  stands  on 
record  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 


The  announcement  was  made  some 
weeks  ago  that  the  Rev.  J.  Few  Smith, 
D.D.,  was  elected  President  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly’s  Board  of  Church  Erec¬ 
tion  ;  the  Rev.  John  Thomson,  D.D., 
Vice-President;  and  the  Rev.  H.  R.  Wil¬ 
son,  D.D.,  Corresponding  Secretary.  At 
a  subsequent  meeting  held  July  11th, 
Nathan  Lane,  Esq.,  was  unanimously 
elected  Treasurer.

There  is  a  great 
deal  of  trash  written  which  is  not  poetry 
(or  prose  either) ;  but  Sir  Francis  Doyle  is 
right  in  giving  every  man  who  thinks  he 
is  “  a  poet  born  ”  a  fair  chance,  and  that 
for  the  sake  of  the  true  poetry  of  which 
the  world  might  be  bereft,  if  pressure 
were  put  upon  genius.  If  we  only  knew 
who  could  become  first-rate  newspaper 
writers,  and  who  are  doomed  to  medioc¬ 
rity,  or  worse,  we  should  run  no  risk  of 
doing  injustice  to  incipient  talent.  For 
this  reason  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  phre¬ 
nology  cannot  be  relied  on.  The  “  Don’t- 
go-into-the-water-tiU-you-can-swim”  prin¬ 
ciple  does  not  meet  with  much  favor  in 
our  eyes.  We  advocate  freedom  for  pen- 
driver  and  peg-driver  alike. 


The  good  influence  of  the  movement 
for  Presbyterian  union  in  the  United 
States,  Great  Britain  and  its  dependen¬ 
cies,  cannot  be  circumscribed.  It  is  des¬ 
tined  to  be  felt  even  in  unevangelized 
Oriental  lands.  Dr.  Jessup  writes  that 
should  the  Lord  in  His  Providence  direct 
that  the  Syria  Mission  be  transferred  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  there  is  no 
valid  reason  why  the  United  Presbyterian 


Mission  in  Egypt,  the  Irish  and  American 
Presbyterian  Mission  in  Damascus,  and  the 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Mission  in  Lata- 
kiah  and  Aleppo,  should  not  be  speedily 
combined  into  one  organic  whole  with  the 
Syria  Mission,  and  the  Missionary  Agents 
of  the  Free  Church,  and  the  Kirk  of  Scot¬ 
land.  “We  are  all  one,”  he  exclaims, 
“  and  why  should  we  not  bear  the  same 
standard”? 


A  NEW  PHASE  OF  DE.  DABNEY’S 
PARABLE. 

The  Southern  Presbyterian  j  ournals 
are  not  fully  agreed  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
the  action  taken  by  the  Southern  Assem¬ 
bly  in  the  matter  of  correspondence.  The 
Central  Presbyterian  does  not  assent  to 
Dr.  Dabney’s  position,  that  only  “  a  few 
good  brethren  among  us  ”  disapproved  of 
the  course  of  the  Assembly  in  asserting 
the  justice  of  its  grouuds  at  such  a  junc¬ 
ture.  Considering  it  “  best  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  that  the  true  state  of  the  mat¬ 
ter  should  be  known,”  it  remarks  :  “There 
is  certainly,  then,  a  very  prevalent  opinion 
among  us,  that  our  General  Assembly 
eiTed  in  not  appointing  a  committee  of 
conference,  and,  as  is  common  in  the  set¬ 
tlement  of  difficulties  between  parties, 
leaving  them  without  instruction.” 

It  complains  of  Dr.  Dabney’s  argument 
that  while  presented  with  great  strength, 
it  is  not  “satisfactory,” — “Its  defect  is 
that  it  goes  entirely  upon  the  supposition 
that  the  Northern  Assembly  has  no  com¬ 
plaint  to  lay  against  us.”  The  Central 
Presbyterian  of  course  thinks  these  com¬ 
plaints  are  unfounded,  but  it  remarks 
that — “  If  that  is  a  cause  for  refusing  to 
confer  about  removing  alienation,  hardly 
any  case  of  difficulty  would  ever  be  set¬ 
tled.” 

This  is  a  fair  and  sensible  view  of  the 
case,  and  has  reference  to  those  points 
which  we  noted  last  week,  as  omitted  in 
Dr.  Dabney’s  “Parable.”  The  Central 
Presbyterian  modifies  that  i^arable  to 
frame  a  supposition  which  it  considers  as 
“ fairly  suited  to  the  case.”  It  proceeds 
to  state  it  thus  : 

Smith  has  said  hard  things  about  Jones; 
they  become  alienated.  Jones  holds  his 
peace  after  hearing  of  it,  and  behaves  iu 
that  respect  just  like  a  Christian.  At 
length  Smith  sends  one  or  two  most  re¬ 
spectable  gentlemen  with  a  message  to 
Jones,  signifying  his  desire  for  better  re¬ 
lations  between  them.  He  does  not  indeed 
enter  into  explanations,  but  signifies  his 
wi.sh  to  have  a  conference  about  the 
whole  grounds  of  the  difficulty,  to  see  if 
the  trouble  cannot  be  removed.  Does  it 
meet  the  demands  of  the  case  for  Jones 
to  answer,  that  whatever  difficulties  be¬ 
tween  them  are  entirely  of  Smith’s  crea¬ 
ting,  kc.,  kc.  Surely  not.  He  may  be 
deeply  persuaded  that  such  indeed  is  the 
fact.  But  how  does  he  know  but  the  said 
Smith  may  be  as  fully  persuaded  on  his 
part  that  he  did  not  say  these  hard  things 
wholly  without  reason,  and  that  if  Jones 
will  give  him  a  full  hearing,  he  may  be 
able  to  satisfy  him  that  if  not  tnie  to  the 
whole  extent,  they  are  partly  so. 

Upon  this  it  adds  the  remark,  “  The 
presumption  in  cases  of  alienation,  is  that 
j  there  may  have  been  a  fault  on  each  side, 
and  the  fair  judgment  of  the  Church  aad 
of  the  world  at  large  is  that  the  parties 
ought  to  listen  to  each  other  and  candid¬ 
ly  weigh  what  is  said.” 

Such  is  the  view  of  the  case  taken,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Central  Presbyterian,  by 
many  whom  it  represents,  especially  in 
Virginia.  The  Christian  Observer  on  the 
other  hand  will  not  allow  that  the  South¬ 
ern  Assembly  committed  a  blunder  at  all. 
It  examines  the  defence  of  the  Reunion 
Assembly  in  the  last  Princeton*  Review,  ex¬ 
pressing  at  the  same  time  its  anticipation 
of  “a  more  impartial  statement  of  the, 
facts  and  principles  at  issue.  ”  It  charges 
the  Review  with  “  dodging  ”  the  “  mam 
ly,  candid,  and  Christian  course  of  pro¬ 
ceeding,”  and  attempts  to  vindicate  to  the 
letter  the  whole  course  and  policy  of  the 
i  Southern  Assembly. 

■We  presume  that  the  two  journals  cited 
represent  the  diverse  sentiments  of  South¬ 
ern  ministers  and  churches.  We  feel  that 
it  is  but  just  to  them  to  allow  those  whom 
the  Central  Presbyteinan  represents  a  fair 
statement  of  their  case.  Dr.  Dabney 
may  call  them  “  a  few  good  men,”  but 
his  critic,  with  doubtless  equal  means  of 
information,  speaks  of  them  emphatically 
as  many.  We  would  gladly  believe  that 
the  critic  is  right,  and  while  we  differ 
widely  from  him  on  many  points  at  issue, 
we  gratefully  recognize  the  tone  of  Chris¬ 
tian  fairness  in  which  he  speaks  from  his 
own  peculiar  stand-point. 


A  GRAND  BEGINNING. 

John  A.  Brown,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia, 
“  feeling  it  to  be  desirable  that  an  early 
response  be  given  by  the  churches  and  by 
individuals  ”  to  the  Assembly’s  plan  of 
raising  a  Memorial  Fund,  has  recently 
annoimced  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Memo¬ 
rial  Committee  his  subscription  of  $50,- 
000,  one-half  to  be  devoted  to  the  en¬ 
largement  of  the  Publication  House  in 
Philadelphia,  and  the  other  half  to  be 
paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  for  disburse¬ 
ment  by  the  Committee.  This  is  a  noble 
key-note  from  Philadelphia,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  it  will  lead  off  a  grand  chorus 
there  and  elsewhere. 

Meanwhile,  Hon.  Wm.  E.  Dodge  of 
New  York,  while  not  yet  indicating  the 
full  amount  of  his  subscription  to  the 
Fund,  has  already  answered  for  New 
York  with  an  equal  or  greater  amount 
than  that  above  named.  Many  others 
also  are  understood  to  have  subscribed 
largely  for  local  objects  in  New  York  as  a 
part  of  the  Memorial  work. 

The  idea  of  Mr.  Brown,  that  an  early 
response  is  desirable,  should  have  great 
weight  with  all  who  design  to  participate 
in  the  work.  There  is  much  in  getting 
the  matter  started.  There  is  much  also 
in  personal  example.  The  faith  and 
courage  of  the  people  would  be  greatly 
strengthened  if  it  were  known  how  much 
is  proposed  to  be  done  by  those  who  are 
looked  to  as  leaders. 


The  descendants  of  Jonathan  Edwards 
have  planned  a  general  family  reunion. 
They  do  not  inherit  great  expectations  of 
church-lots,  like  the  heirs  of  Anekc  ^ans, 
but,  what  is  for  better,  a  good  name  ;  and 
they  propose  to  honor  it  by  assembling  at 
Stockbridge  on  the  6th  day  of  September 
next.  Two  days  will  be  occupied  with 
literary  and  social  exercises  akeady  ar¬ 
ranged,  the  Congregational  church  being, 


of  course,  the  rallying  place.  'We  con¬ 
gratulate  such  of  our  readers  as  can  draw 
forth  “Edwards”  from  any  portion  of 
their  names,  or  who  cdh  possibly  claim,  on 
any  good  basis,  admission  to  so  delightful 
an  assembly.

BEECHER  ON  “THE  CHURCH.” 

Some  of  our  Episcopal  Bishops  and 
“  other  clergy”  were  led  to  entertain  san¬ 
guine  hopes  that  Rev.  T.  K.  Beecher  of 
Elmira  was  about  to  ask  admission  to 
their  fold,  because  he  had  spoken  some 
words  of  eulogy  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
in  one  of  his  sermons.  We  had  seen  oth¬ 
er  complimentary  discourses  from  the 
same  hand  upon  other  Churches,  and 
knew  that  our  prelatical  friends  were  quite 
too  much  excited.  Mr.  Beecher  has  clos¬ 
ed  his  series  with  a  sermon  on  “  The 
Church  of  Christ,”  which  does  not  prove 
in  his  opinion  to  be  the  Church  of  the 
“three  Orders.”  We  give  a  single  ex¬ 
tract,  which  those  gentlemen  who  have 
been  so  busy  in  circulatihg  the  discourse 
on  their  Church,  can  put  into  the  appen¬ 
dix  when  they  print  a  new  edition.  If 
the  favorable  opinion  of  one  of  the  Beech¬ 
er  family  was  so  precious  to  Episcopal 
eyes,  it  would  seem  that  the  following 
should  have  some  value  to  the  same  class 
of  readers  : 

And  here  we  may  see  how  unfortunate 
it  is  for  any  denomination  or  church  to 
claim  to  be  exclusively  The  Church  of 
Christ.  Not  injurious  to  others  but  un¬ 
fortunate  for  herself.  Of  course  any 
church  or  denomination  may  call  itself 
the  Church  of  Christ — THE  Church  of 
Christ  instead  of  A  church  of  Christ. 
But  in  one  of  two  directions  this  mistake 
will  work  a  gi’eat  sorrow.  For  a  man 
must  either — 

1.  Stultify  himself  by  saying  in  one 
breath  “Mine  is  the  true  Church,  but 
still  I  am  not  a  bigot,  and  other  Churches 
are  just  as  good,”  which  is  sheer  stupidi¬ 
ty,  or  else — 

2.  He  must  fimly  and  consistently  de¬ 
clare  the  perdition  of  all  men  who  do  not 
belong  to  his  chosen  Church.  Wliat  can 
be,  more  self-satisfied,  not  to  say  conceited 
and  arro|;ant,  than  to  count  up  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  one’s  own  denomination,  a  little 
company  at  largest,  little  as  compared 
with  the  whole  race  of  man,  and  say  of 
this  mere  handful,  “  These,  and  these 
only,  God  loves.  For  all  the  other  mil¬ 
lions  He  hath  prepared  the  furnace  and 
the  devouring  fire !” 

Instead  of  writing  him  more  letters  of 
congratulation  and  rejoicing  over  his 
probable  putting  on  of  robes,  it  will  be 
seen  that  Mr.  Beecher  thinks  his  numer¬ 
ous  Episcopal  correspondents  would  be 
appropriately  employed  in  lamenting  the 
“great  sorrow”  ivi'ought  their  denomina¬ 
tion  in  styling  it  exclusively  “  77<e  Church 
of  Christ.” 


PHILADELPHIA  LETTER. 

Vacation  Time. 

We  notice  with  pleasure  that  in  this 
city  our  pastors  and  sessions  have  taken 
more  than  usual  care  to  provide  for  the 
Sumneer  months,  by  the  union  of  two  con¬ 
gregations  in  one,  the  pastor  of  each  tak¬ 
ing  his  turn,  or  providing  some  substi¬ 
tute  for  the  service  of  the  pulpit.  In¬ 
deed  we  do  not  hear  of  a  single  congrega¬ 
tion  which  is  left  withont  some  comfort¬ 
able  arrangement  for  spiritual  supply  ; 
and  it  is  one  of  the  signs  of  the  times 
that  in  a  few  cases  thi»  partnership  of 
churches  is  inter-denominational.  The 
practice  into  which  we  seemed,  a  few 
years  since,  sliding,  left  too  many  of  the 
sheep  without  a  shepherd,  to  stand  justi¬ 
fied  as  a  permanent  custom.  If,  after  the 
fashion  of  political  opponents  in  Congress, 
the  Church  and  the  Devil  would  pair  off 
during  the  heated  term,  there  would  be 
no  call  for  special  anxiety  in  the  case. 
But  as  the  last-named  party  is  not  a  be¬ 
liever  in  vacations,  nor,  as  we  have  ever 
heard,  a  sufferer  from  over- work  ;  nothing 
but  disaster  cau  be  apprehended  from 
giring  him  the  free  run  of  these  Summer 
weeks.  That  working  pastors  must  have 
their  season  for  recuperation  none  doubt, 
but  edifieial  vacation  should  not  be  total. 

Young  Men’s  Christian  Association. 

This  enterprise — we  speak  of  our  city 
branch — which  from  the  first  has  been 
one  of  progress,  seems  this  year  to  be 
surpassing  all  its  past  history  in  prosper¬ 
ity  and  efficiency.  A  very  large  addition 
has  been  made  to  its  library,  pushing  the 
number  of  volumes  up  to  seven  thousand; 
and  this  department  of  usefulness  has 
takea  on  the  new  feature  of  providing,  iu 
somewhat  liberal  measure,  books  of  refer¬ 
ence  for  the  use  of  ministers  and  Sabbath 
school  teachers.  It  is  very  successful  in 
securing  attendance  upon  its  scientific 
lectures,  monthly  temperance  meetings, 
weekly  Bible  class  and  class  in  sacred 
music,  and  Saturday  evening  prayer 
meetings.  Cards  of  invitation  to  the  lat¬ 
ter  are  regularly  distributed  at  the  hotels. 
Outside  of  its  rooms,  cottage  prayer 
meetings  and  open-air  meetings  are  sus¬ 
tained  by  it.  It  owns,  we  believe  unen¬ 
cumbered,  the  building,  1210  Chestnut 
street,  which  it  occupies,  and  which  is 
worth  $75,000.  Its  work  has  however  be¬ 
come  so  extensive  as  to  demand  enlarged 
accommodations,  and  it  is  probable  that, 
at  no  distant  day,,  a  move  in  that  direc¬ 
tion  will  be.  made. 

Items. 

A  Temperance  meeting  was  held  in  St. 
George’s  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  on 
the  evening  of  the  11th  inst.  The  object 
was  to  provide  for  a  series  of  meetings 
throughout  the  city,  and  for  securing 
good  lecturers  to  address  them.  A  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  clergy¬ 
men  and  officers  of  churches  to  solicit  the 
use  of  their  churches  for  weekly  lectures, 
and  also  to  procure  halls  in  localities 
where  it  should  seem  best.  As  the  meet¬ 
ing  was  chiefly  for  counsel,  the  attendance 
was  not  large,  but  it  was  made  up  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  evidently  meant  business. 

In  former  years,  the  appearance,  about 
this  season,  of  advertisements  in  the  dai¬ 
lies,  and  posters,  announcing  Sabbath  rail¬ 
road  excursions  to  camp-meetings,  has  been 
one  of  our  moral  nuisances.  The  scenes 
of  Sabbath  desecration  which  followed, 
were  terrible.  "We  ai'e  now  delighted  to 
read  the  announcement  by  the  Philadel¬ 
phia,  ‘Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad 
that  thejr  trains  for  the  National  Camp 


Meeting  at  Oakington,  Maryland,  will 

leave  Philadelphia,  Sundays  excited,  at 
8. 30,  &c. ,  with  no  provision  whatever 

for  a  Sabbath  trip  announced. 

Congress  has  appropriated  to  Lincoln 
University  $12,500  from  the  unexpended 
moneys  of  the  Freedmen’s;Bureau.  This 
result  was  secured  mainly  through  the 
effort  of  Representative  Townsend,  of  the 
district  in  which  the  University  is  located, 
and  was  greatly  forwarded  by  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  several  members,  representing 
both  Houses,  upon  the  late  Commence¬ 
ment. 

On  the  i-oute  from  here  to  Cape  May, 
a  new  device  has  been  adopted,  which 
comes  along  none  too  soon  for  the  com¬ 
fort  of  excursionists.  It  is  the  very  sim¬ 
ple  one  of  a  water-sprinkling  car  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  passenger  trains.  We  shall 
doubtless  hear  of  it  on  other  roads  in  the 
sandy  regions.  One  more  contrivance — 
something  to  lay  the  musquitoes — and 
Cape  May  shall  be  our  Mecca. 


FOR  WHAT  ARE  WE  EDUCATING 
OUR  CHILDREN! 

Not  many  days  since  Grace  Kendall,  the 
only  and  dearly  loved  daughter  of  Dr.  Ken¬ 
dall,  Secretary  of  Home  Missions,  returned 
from  her  school,  put  aside  her  books,  din¬ 
ed  with  the  family  in  apparent  health,  but 
within  an  hour  or  two  lay  down  upon  what 
proved  to  be  a  bed  of  death.  It  was  the  last 
day  of  the  term  and  of  the  academic  year  at 
Dr.  West’s  school  for  young  ladies.  A  period 
had  been  reached,  a  year’s  work  had  been 
done — and  faithfully  done — and  pleasant  plans 
had  been  formed  for  the  vacation  and  for 
the  renewal  of  study  in  the  Autumn.  The 
life  on  earth  had  never  seemed  brighter, 
or  the  hope  of  a  long  career  of  usefulness 
more  assured.  She  had  passed  her  seven¬ 
teenth  birthday,  and  the  physical  health 
which  had  always  been  frail,  was  just  begin¬ 
ning  to  settle  in  the  firmer  and  completer 
condition  of  womanhood.  Her  character  was 
fast  ripening,  and  she  was  more  than  ever  a 
joy  to  her  friends. 

She  had  long  loved  her  Saviour,  and  al¬ 
though  by  nature  timid  and  reticent,  she 
had,  as  posthumous  testimony  shows,  been 
instrumental  in  guiding  some  of  her  school¬ 
mates  into  the  way  of  eternal  life.  It  would 
have  seemed  to  us  every  way  wise  that  she 
should  be  spared  for  a  prolonged  life-work — 
so  much  painstaking  had  been  bestowed  upon 
body  and  mind  by  parental  affection  in  those 
seventeen  years ;  so  necessary  was  she  to  fill 
out  and  perfect  the  family  companionship  at 
home,  so  well  was  she  fitted  by  correct  views 
of  life,  by  her  gentle  and  yet  resolute  Christian 
character,  to  do  good  in  the  great  misguided 
and  frivolous  world !  But  this  was  not  the 
view  taken  by  Him  who  had  loved  her  and 
given  Himself  for  her.  After  all  it  was  not 
for  these  things,  though  so  intended,  that 
parental  care  had  been  training  her. 

The  term  of  study  just  closed,  the  exami¬ 
nations  now  passed,  the  discipline  and  con¬ 
tact  of  school  life  thus  brought  to  an  end, 
had  all  been  preparatory  for  another  purpose 
best  known  to  the  Master  whom  she  loved, 
and  Whose  smnmons,  as  shown  in  her  lucid 
hours,  she  did  not  fear  to  obey.  It  was  His 
summons.  I  never  like  to  hear  Christian 
people  speak  of  “  the  messenger  of  death  ” 
as  callin'^  for  a  believer.  It  savors  too  much 
of  a  grim  executioner  startling  his  poor  vic¬ 
tim.  It  is  a  most  heartless  slur  upon  those 
blessed  words  in  the  1 4th  chapter  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  of  John,  where  our  Saviour  says,  “And 
if  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  wiU  come 
again  and  receive  yon  imto  Myself,  that 
where  I  am  there  ye  may  be  also.”  With 
onr  finiteness,  it  seems  a  terrible  parting. 
The  changed  and  Ufeless  form,  the  sickening 
sense  of  loss,  the  foreshadowing  of  inexpres¬ 
sible  loneliness  in  the  house  of  our  pilgrim¬ 
age,  are  things  over  which  we  must  weep, 
and  it  is  right.  He  who  wept  in  Bethany 
feels  it  also  with  us,  for  “He  knoweth  our 
frame;  He  remembereth  that  we  are  dust.” 
But  the  blessed  and  sublime  fact  in  the  case 
is  that  He  Himself  comes  for  the  pupil — ^His 
pupl — in  the  very  midst  of  her  curriculum, 
that  she  may  complete  her  course  in  heaven. 

And  so  we  know  not  for  what  we  are  edu-‘ 
eating  our  daughters  or  our  sons  here  on  the 
earth.  We  aim  at  certain  things.  We  mark 
out  in  fancy  a  given  course.  We  have  hopes 
and  ambitions  for  our  dau^ters.  And  yet 
when  we  see  how  many  a  cherished  one  goes 
forth  from  the  tender  care  of  home  to  a  lot 
of  terrible  suffering  and  trial,-  perhaps  to 
heartless  abuse,  which  in  the  relation  of  wife 
can  be  uttered  in  no  ear  but  God’s,  we  some¬ 
times  wonder  that  we  dare  to  cherish  hopes. 
Still  we  plan  and  strive.  We  add  substantial 
studies,  and  we  gladly  submit  to  self-denials 
in  order  to  afford  accomplishments.  We 
have  at  least  the  half-blinded  joy  of  anticipa¬ 
tion.  But  let  us  pause  and  look  below  all 
these  fond  peradventures  to  a  graver  ques¬ 
tion.  Are  we  educating  our  children  for 
Christ  and  for  eternal  blessedness  in  His 
kingdom  ?  If  we  are,  there  is  an  anticipa¬ 
tion  that  cannot  fail  of  fulfilment.  'Whether 
He  shall  come  for  His  own  at  the  age  of  sev¬ 
enteen  just  as  the  school  books,  with  their 
solved  problems  and  written  “  exercises  ” 
are  laid  aside  but  for  a  season  only,  or  shall 
speak  His  summons  in  the  midst  of  the  se¬ 
verer  school  days  of  mature  and  busy  and 
anxious  life,  we  shall  feel  that  our  chief  plans 
of  culture  have  not  been  in  vain. 

We  shall  rejoice  that  our  loved  ones  have 
lived,  and  thal  our  poor  training  has  been 
honored  in  preparing  them  to  live  in  a  far 
higher  sense  forever  and  ever.  F.  F.  E.

In  compliance  with  the  call  issned  a 
few  weeks  ago,  and  noticed  in  The  Evan¬ 
gelist,  a  goodly  number  of  brethren, 
ministers  and  laymen  connected  with  the 
Baptist,  Congregational,  Methodist,  and 
Presbyterian  churches,  assembled  and 
agreed,  unanimously  and  heartily,  to 
form  an  Alliance  designed  to  embrace 
all  in  these  northern  counties  whose 
hearts  and  minds  are  one  in  the  principles 
and  objects  of  the  great  movement.  The 
utmost  harmony  pervaded  the  meeting, 
and  aU  were  “  zealously  affected  ”  in  this 
“good  thing.”  Much  good,  it  is  antici¬ 
pated,  will  result  to  the  cause  of  Christ 
iu  this  region  from  the  work  so  auspi¬ 
ciously  begun. 

The  basis  of  the  United  States  .Alliance 
was  adopted,  verbatim  el  literatim,  and 
the  constitution  also,  with  such  altera¬ 
tions  as  were  necessary  to  suit  onr  name 
and  the  circumstances  of  our  position.

Chris¬ 
tians  in  Northern  New  York,  of  all  denom¬ 
inations,  are  cordially  and  earnestly  in¬ 
vited  to  be  present  on  that  occasion  and 
take  part  in  the  movement. 

Many  signatures  are  attached  to  the 
Constitution  and  Basis,  and  those  desiring 
to  join  the  Alliance  will  please  inform 
the  Secretary,  who  will,  as  directed,  add 
their  names  to  the  list.  He  is  also  or¬ 
dered  to  furnish  certificates  of  member¬ 
ship  to  those  who  shall  attend  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Conference  in  your  city  in  September 
next.

BEAUTIFUL  CAZ  END  VI  A— INSTALL  A- 
TION  OF  DR.  TORREY. 

Cazxnovia,  July  14, 1870. 

Pear  Evangelist:  Have  you  ever  visited 
this  village,  where  your  correspondent 
is  in  the  habit  of  spending  his  Summer 
vacations  ?  If  not,  you  have  yet  to  see 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  places  in  West¬ 
ern  New  York.  Situated  in  Madison 
county,  about  twelve  hundred  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  sea,  in  the  midst  of  a  love¬ 
ly  and  highly-cultivated  district,  and  in¬ 
habited  by  a  thrifty,  moral,  and  intelli¬ 
gent  people,  it  certainly  is  a  most  desira¬ 
ble  place  for  the  visitor  or  the  resident. 
For  a  number  of  years  the  writer  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  spending  his  vacations 
here,  enjoying  with  his  family  the  de¬ 
lightful  scenery,  the  invigorating  climate, 
the  excellent  society,  and  the  privileges 
of  Christian  fellowship,  which  combine, 
with  intimate  family  ties,  to  make  Caze- 
nova  ;  to  him  a  most  attractive  resort.  One 
of  the  finest  features  of  the  place  is  a  love¬ 
ly  lake  lying  in  the  centre  of  the  town, 
about  five  miles  long  and  a  mile  wide, 
surrounded  by  well-cultivated  farms  slop¬ 
ing  down  to  the  edge  of  the  water,  and 
giving  to  the  whole  sheet  of  water  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  a  lake  in  the  midst  of  some 
splendid  estate.  There  are  a  number  of 
elegant  residences  on  the  banks  of  this 
lake,  and  in  the  evening  you  may  see  the 
beautiful  pleasure  boats,  gaily  ^minted, 
and  decorated  with  flags  of  varied  color 
and  device,  and  filled  with  groups  of 
friends  enjoying  the  delicious  air  and  love¬ 
ly  scenery  as  they  float  over  the  placid  wa¬ 
ters.  It  is  one  of  the  most  pleasing  pic¬ 
tures  on  which  the  eye  can  rest. 

Cazenovia  has  four  churches,  a  bank,  a 
large  and  flourishing  seminary  for  youth 
of  both  sexes,  under  the  care  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Church,  and  a  number  of  stores  of 
various  kinds.  The  principal  hotel  is  the 
“Linklsen  House,”  and  from  a  long  ex¬ 
perience  of  its  accommodations,  the  wri¬ 
ter  can  recommend  its  pleasant  rooms, 
its  good,  wholesome  country  fare,  its 
moderate  charges,  and  its  obliging  host 
and  hostess,  to  all  who  desire  a  pleasant, 
homelike  place  in  which  to  rusticate  for 
the  Summer. 

The  Presbyterian  church  is  the  oldest 
and  largest  of  the  four  village  churches. 
Its  building  has  been  recently  entirely  re¬ 
modelled,  and  is  now  one  of  the  neatest 
and  most  attractive  country  churches  in 
the  State.  A  fine  organ  has  just  been 
presented  to  it  by  one  of  its  members, 
and  all  its  appointments  reflect  great  cred¬ 
it  upon  the  good  taste  and  Christian  lib¬ 
erality  of  the  people. 

On  Tuesday,  July  12th,  this  church  was 
crowded  to  witness  the  installation  of  their 
new  pastor.  Rev.  David  Torrey,  D.D., 
late  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church  of 
Ithaca.  Dr.  Torrey  has  recently  return¬ 
ed  from  a  tour  to  Europe  and  the  East, 
and  was  called  to  this  church  several 
months  ago  with  great  unanimity  and 
good  feeling,  which  has  been  increasing 
steadily  as  the  congregation  have  learned 
more  of  his  ability  and  excellence  as  a 
preacher  and  pastor.  The  writer  esteems 
it  no  ordinary  privilege  that  he  and  his 
family  are  permitted  to  enjoy  his  minis¬ 
trations,  and  are  welcomed  to  the  hospi¬ 
talities  of  his  house. 

The  Installation  services  were  exceed¬ 
ingly  interesting.  Rev.  Mr.  Bigelow  of 
Fayetteville,  the  Moderator  of  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  of  Onondago,  with  which  this 
church  is  connected,  presided  and  put 
the  constitutional  questions.  Rev.  Henry 
Neill,  D.D.,  of  New  Brunswick,  N.  J., 
the  brother-in-law  of  the  pastor-elect, 
was  invited  to  preach  the  sermon.  It  was 
a  noble  effort,  worthy  of  the  occasion, 
and  of  its  gifted  author.  The  charge  to 
the  pastor  was  given  by  Rev.  Dr.  Canfield 
of  Syracuse,  well  known  and  highly  re¬ 
spected  through  all  this  region.  The 
charge  to  the  people  was  happily  given 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Mann,  of  the  Befomed 
Ghnrch,  who  had  supplied  the  pnlpit  of 
the  church  for  six  months  previous  to 
the  calling  of  the  present  pastor,  and 
whose  warm  heart  and  genial  manners 
had  endeared  him  to  the  people. 

Rev.  Dr.  Rogers  of  New  York,  who 
makes  this  place  his  Summer  home,  and 
whose  lamented  son  was  connected  by 
marriage,  just  a  few  monthfl_  ^before  he 
fell  on  the  bloody  field  of  Gaines’  MiR, 
with  one  of  the  leading  families  of  this 
village,  was  present  and  united  with  the 
pastor  of  the  Methodist  church  in  the  de¬ 
votional  services  of  the  occasion.  The 
day  was  fine — beautiful  flowers  bloomed 
around  the  pulpit.  Professor  Huss,  a 
distinguished  artist  from  New  York,  pre¬ 
sided  at  the  organ,  the  singing  of  the 
choir  was  in  excellent  taste,  the  oongratu- 
latioqs  of  the  people  at  the  close  of  the 
service  were  loving  and  hearty,  and  the 
day  was  one  long  to  be  remembered  by 
the  church  and  the  community. 

We  congratulate  the  church,  among 
whom  are  many  readers  of  The  Evan- 
OBLier,  upon  the  happy  circumstances 
in  which  this  new  relation  has  been  form- 
I  ed,  and  we  predict  for  oar  friend  and 
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brother,  l)r.  Torrey,  with  the  blessing  of 
God,  a  successful  pastorate  over  this  in¬ 
telligent  and  united  Christian  people,  in 
whose  welfare  the  writer  for  various  rea¬ 
sons  must  ever  feel  a  deep  interest,  b.

Rev.  i..  Bfcrrill  Miller,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the 
church  of  Ogdensburg,  has  just  returned  to 
his  people  after  a  nine  months’  visit  to  Eu¬ 
rope,  the  Holy  Land,  and  Egypt.  He  was  en¬ 
thusiastically  welcomed  not  only  by  his  own 
but  by  other  Church  people  of  the  city,  having 
greatly  endeared  himself  to  them  during  a 
pastorate  of  ntearly  twenty  years.  The  Rev. 
George  S.  Boardman,  D.D.,  has  been  sup¬ 
plying  Dr.  Miller’s  pulpit  in  the  interim  to 
very  general  satisfaction.

ELDER  NATHANIEL  C.  TAYLOR. 

The  following  minute  was  adopted  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Steuben,  at  its  recent 
meeting  in  Prattsburgh : 

Mr.  N.  C.  Taylor,  an  elder  in  the 
Presbyterian  church  of  Canisteo,  and  a 
usual  attendant  upon  this  body,  died 
May  lOtb,  1870,  aged  53  years. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  a  conscientious,  faith 
ful  and  earnest  laborer  in  his  Master’s 
vineyard.  He  did  much  his  liberality 
and  perseverance  in  sustaining  the  church 
that  confeiTed  upon  him  the  honor  and 
responsibility  of  serving  it  as  elder,  dea¬ 
con,  leader  of  the  choir,  and  superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  Sabbath  school. 

He  has  been  for  the  fourteen  years  that 
he  has  professed  religion,  a  regular  at 
tendant  upon  Presbytery,  and  his  good 
judgment,  wise  counsel,  and  well  directed 
zeal,  have  contributed  to  our  efiectiveness, 
and  have  secured  our  respect  and  admira¬ 
tion.  We  commend  his  example  to  all 
the  elders  of  our  churches.  We  sympa¬ 
thize  with  his  widow  and  family  in  this 
their  deep  affliction. 


Baptist — 

Father  Cornelius,  whose  name  is  a  house¬ 
hold  word  throughout  the  Baptist  denomina¬ 
tion  in  Michigan,  and  whose  life  and  charac¬ 
ter  were  fragrant  with  the  Spirit  of  the  Mas¬ 
ter,  died  in  Lapeer,  on  Saturday,  9th.

River,  Mass.,  began  his  duties  as  pastor  of  the 
Central  church  of  Williamsburg  (Brooklyn 
E.  D. ,)  on  the  3d  inst. 

Rev.  Charle*  H.  Malcom,  free  communion- 
ist,  and  pastor  of  the  Second  Baptist  church

REV.  HENRY*  BELKNAP. 

July  3d,  1870,  at  Galesburg,  HI.,  on  his 
return  from  Colorado,  whither  he  had 
gone  for  his  health.  Rev.  Henry  Belknap, 
aged  30  years.  The  deceased  leaves  a 
wife  to  moum  his  early  death. 

Mr.  Belknap  was  born  in  East  Barn 
ard,  Vt.,  where  his  parents  still  reside. 
He  graduated  at  the  University  of  Ver 
mont  with  the  highest  honors  of  his  class 
in  the  Summer  of  1866.  He  was  ap 
pointed  to  deliver  the  Master’s  Oration 
at  the  last  Commencement  of  that  insti 
tution,  but  was  obliged  to  decline  the 
honor  on  account  of  his  health.  But  it 
will  not  be  on  account  ef  his  rare  attain 
ments  or  the  high  estimate  in  which  he 
was  held  as  a  scholar,  that  his  friends  will 
chiefly  delight  to  remember  him.  God 
gave  him  one  nobler  gift — the  will  to  con 
secrate  all  his  talents  natural  and  acquir 
ed  to  the  service  of  the  Redeemer.  He 
early  gave  himself  to  Christ,  aud  for 
long  years  it  was  his  strong  desire  to 
equip  himself  for  effective  service  as  a 
minister  of  the  Gospel.  After  graduat 
ing  at  the  University  he  pursued  a  full 
course  of  theological  studies  for  three 
years  at  the  Union  Theological  Semina 
ry  in  New  York  city,  and  was  licensed  to 
preach  the  Gospel  in  April,  1869,  by  the 
Association  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn 
During  his  theological  course  be  was  not 
willing  to  withhold  himself  from  the  prac¬ 
tical  work.  He  was  employed  largely  as  a 
missionary  in  the  city,  and  during  his  whole 
course  had  the  charge  of  a  mission  con 
nected  with  the  West  Presbyterian  church 
Rev.  Dr.  Hastings  pastor.  In  these  la¬ 
bors  he  was  very  successful,  but  they  were 
too  arduous  for  his  strength,  and  when 
bis  work  of  preparation  was  finished  his 
health  had  failed.  The  greater  portion 
of  the  time  which  has  since  elapsed  he 
has  passed  in  the  family  of  his  fatber-in 
law.  Bev.  J.  T.  Willett,  St.  Louis,  Mich 
He  suffered  much,  which  he  was  enabled 
to  do  with  exemplary  patience.  If  a  de¬ 
termination  to  rise  above  pain  and  dis 
ease  could  have  availed,  he  would  have 
recovered.  But,  alas  !  after  this  brave 
fight  he  has  been  obliged  at  length  to  sue 
cumb.  It  was  the  will  of  the  Master  to 
terminate  his  labors  and  sufferings  and 
call  him  to  his  reward.  It  seems  a  mys 
terious  providence  that  when  the  laborers 
are  so  few,  one  so  full  of  promise  should 
have  been  removed,  but  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Ohorch  has  His  own  way  of  work 
ing.  “Even  so,  Father,  for  80 it seemeth 
good  in  Thy  sight.”  j.

Let  us  put  them  side  by  side  before  our 
mental  vision,  and  perhaps  one  will  help 
us  to  answer  the  other. 

1.  Have  I  aright  to  join  the  church,  and 
go  to  the  table  of  the  Lord  ? 

How  many  timid,  hesitating  disciples 
are  asking  this  question.

Others  may  pro¬ 
pose  the  subject  to  him.  He  may  from 
improper  motives  be  led  to  go  to  the 
feast  without  the  wedding  garment  on  ;

He 
adroitly  and  persistently  excludes  such 
thoughts  from  his  mind.  But  the  truly 
humble  and  contrite  soul,  who  has  gone 
with  his  sins  to  Jesus,  and  trusts  in  Him 
alone  for  salvation,  who  reads  his  Bible 
and  prays  daily  to  God  in  Jesus’  name,  he 
is  the  one  who  puts  this  question  to  him¬ 
self.  He  would  like  to  come.  He  is  sure 
the  Saviour  is  there,  and  that  the  repast 
will  be  very  refreshing.  He  desires  com¬ 
munion  with  God’s  people,  as  well  as 
with  the  blessed  Saviour.  He  is  more 
than  willing  to  go,  but  he  is  afraid. 
Afraid  of  what  ?  Not  of  Jesus,  not  of 
grace,  not  of  duty,  but  that  he  is  unwor¬ 
thy.  “  I  am  not  fit  to  come  yet.”  Will 
he  ever  be  fit  ?  Not  in  himself.  One 
who  for  a  score  of  years  has  been  an  ear¬ 
nest  happy  professor  of  religion,  when  he 
joined  the  church  said,  “  I  have  been 
waiting  fourteen  years  to  get  better,  and 
I  must  come  at  last  just  as  I  am. 

The  truth  is,  O  halting  disciple,  this 
plea  of  a  lack  of  fitness  is  a  device  of  Sa¬ 
tan.  This  is  the  voice  of  the  old  man — 
the  working  of  the  old  leaven — the  con¬ 
flict  which  self  righteousness  is  waging 
with  God  and  truth.  What  do  you  need 
more  than  you  have  already,  the  right¬ 
eousness  of  the  Lord  Jesus  ?  He  came  to 
call  sinners  to  repentance  and  faith.  You 
are  confessedly  a  sinner.  He  calls  you. 
You  hear  and  humbly  trust  in  Him.  And 
now  He  puts  on  you  His  own  garment  of 
love  and  righteousness,  and  bids  you 
come  into  His  church  and  sit  down  at  His 
sacred  board.  Surely  your  question  is 
easily  answered.  You  have  a  right  to 
come. 

2.  But  to  convince  you  of  this,  let  us 
consider  our  second  great  question, 

“  Have  la  right  to  refuse  Utjoin  the  church, 
and  go  to  the  Lord's  table  ?”  The  master 
calls  you.  He  bids  you  “follow  me.” 
He  opens  the  door,  and  says  “  Come  in.” 
He  spreads  His  banqueting  table,  and  in¬ 
viting  you  to  the  feast,  imperatively  en¬ 
joins  it  upon  you  :  “  This  do  in  remem¬ 
brance  of  me.”  Is  it  a  serious  matter  to 
come  ?  So  is  it  to  stay  away.  Are  you 
afraid  you  will  do  wi'oUg  to  unite  with 
the  church  and  participate  in  covenant 
blessings  ?  You  certainly  will  do  wrong 
to  refuse  to  obey  the  voice  of  your  divine 
Lord  and  Saviour. 

Jesus  says,  “  Come.” 

You  say,  “  I  am  not  fit  to  come.” 

Jesus  says,  “  My  blood  cleanses  from 
all  sin — wash  in  that  and  be  clean.” 

You  say,  “  Lord,  I  have  washed,  but  I 
must  wash  again.” 

Jesus  says,  “  Here  is  the  robe  of  My 
righteousness,  put  it  on  and  come.” 

You  say,  “  Dear  Lord,  I  have  put  it  on, 
but  I  must  stop  a  while  and  look  at  it,  and 
feel  it,  and  assure  myself  that  it  fits  me.  ” 
Jesus  says,  “If  you  are  washed  in  My 
blood  you  are  clean.  If  yon  are  clothed 
with  My  righteousness  you  are  holy. 
Now  look  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  sanctifi¬ 
er,  and  he  will  help  you  on  in  the  divine 
life.  But  you  must  arise  and  enter  the 
kingdom,  and  there  while  engaged  in 
duty  you  will  obtain  all  needful  grace.” 

There  stands  before  me  now  in  memory 
the  form  of  an  aged  one,  a  pilgrim  of 
nearly  four  score  and  ten.  His  white 
locks,  his  bending  form,  his  trembling 
steps  tell  us  he  is  passing  away.  Upon 
his  lips,  from  which  words  of  gentleness 
and  love  and  wisdom  have  often  flowed, 
another  lesson  lingers.  It  is  a  word  for 
Jesus  to  you,  O  timid  one.  Using  the 
old  Dutch  title,  he  turns  to  me,  his  eye 
lighting  up  with  new  lustre,  and  a  tear 
just  ready  to  fall,  and  he  says,  “Dominie, 
tell  those  who  love  Jesus,  and  trust  in 
Him,  not  to  linger  in  the  world.  When 
a  child  I  believe  I  gave  my  heart  to  the 
Saviour,  but  no  one  asked  me  to  unite 
with  the  church.  I  read  the  Word  of  Gk)d 
and  prayed  daily,  but  I  wanted  some¬ 
thing  more.  I  knew  not  just  what  it  was : 
but  there  was  an  aching  void  in  my 
heart.  At  length  the  world  came  and 
partially  filled  it.  I  married,  and  had  a 
family  growing  around  me.  I  engaged 
earnestly  in  business.  I  became  interest¬ 
ed  in  politics.  I  occupied  important 
positions.  I  was  working  for  every  one 
but  for  God.  And  when  at  length,  at  the 
age  of  sixty,  I  became  a  church  member, 
I  felt  that  I  was  stealing  into  the  kingdom 
at  the  eleventh  hour.  Dominie,  tell  the 
people  they  must  not  do  so,  but  in  early 
life,  as  soon  as  they  repent  and  believe, 
they  must  obey  the  Saviour’s  command, 
“This  do  ye  in  remembrance  of  Me.” 

That  aged  one  has  long  since  gone  to 
his  heavenly  home.  But  “though  dead 
he  speaketh.”  He  speaks  to  you.  A 
thousand  other  voices  sound  in  your  ear 
— ^voices  of  the  dead  and  of  the  living, 
voices  of  men,  angels,  and  God.  How 
can  you  linger  thus  away  from  the  church, 
away  from  the  Lord’s  table  ?  Your 
place  is  there,  Christ  has  prepared  it  for 
you.  If  you  are  fit  to  go  to  heaven,  a 
pardoned  sinner,  saved  by  grace,  you  are 
fit  to  go  to  the  Lord’s  Supper.  And  if 
you  are  not  fit  for  either,  then,  my  friend, 
you  are  yet  in  the  gall  of  bitterness  and 
the  bonds  of  iniquity.  Then  you  may 
well  be  in  an  agony,  as  was  the  poor  jailer 
of  Philippi,  and  cry  out  most  earnestly, 
“  What  must  I  do  to  be  saved.”  Then 
you  should  repent,  and  believe,  and  do¬ 
ing  so,  like  the  jailer,  and  Lydia,  and  all 
the  early  disciples,  go  immediately  and 
confess  Christ,  and  publicly  unite  your¬ 
self  to  Him,  and  His  Church.  Will  you 
not  listen,  as  I,  His  servant,  repeat  to 
you  again  the  urgent  invitation,  “  Come, 
for  all  things  are  now  ready.” 


Hubd  A:  Houghton’s  edition  of  Smith’s 
Bible  Dictionary,  revised  by  Prof.  Hack- 
ett  and  Dr.  Abbot,  has  reached  Part 
.xxviii.  It  closes  with  Syria. 


This  book  is  a  bold  venture.  It  comes 
when  the  reading  public  is  surfeited  with 
new  notions  about  the  family;  and  the 
“  Woman  Question  ”  is  daily  served  up, 
philosophically  and  politically,  and  some¬ 
times  with  highly  spiced  romantic  senti¬ 
ment  at  war  with  practical  morality.  It 
comes  when  it  is  deemed  necessary  by 
many  writers  on  this  topic,  to  dilute  sound 
doctrine  with  fiction,  and  give  in  bulky 
volumes,  one  grain  of  instrirction  to 
twenty  or  a  hundred  of  romance.  But 
Dr.  Aikman  gives  the  public  a  small  book 
of  249  pages,  full  of  solid  tiurth.  The 
book  is  a  great  success — pecuniarily,  for 
the  first  edition  was  exharrsted  in  ten  days. 
Still  more  successfirl  is  it  in  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  the  object  aimed  at  by  the  author. 
The  subject  is  divided  into  nine  chapters 
on  the  following  topics  :  1.  The  Family 
Relation  ;  2.  Husbands  and  Wives  ;  3. 
Husbands  ;  4.  Wives  ;  5.  Parents ;  6. 
Children  ;  7.  Brothers  and  Sisters  ;  8. 
Employers  and  Employed  ;  9.  Tbe  Altar 
in  the  House.  The  author  informs  us  in 
the  irreface  that  “the  following  pages 
substantiiJly  were  preached  as  a  series  of 
discourses  to  the  people  of  the  writer’s 
pastoral  charge.”  But  for  all  that  thera 
is  not  a  line  of  dry  sermonizing  in  the 
whole  book.  It  is  composed  mainly  o 
manly  and  loving  appeals  to  the  heart,  and 
the  common  sense  of  the  reader.  It  has 
no  finely  spun  argument,  and  no  discus¬ 
sion  of  abstruse  points.  It  handles  prac¬ 
tical  questions  in  a  practical  way.  The 
style  is  marked  by  great  simplicity 
and  purity;  a  child  can  understand  nearly 
evei-y  sentence  ;  and  yet  the  writer  takes 
hold  of  the  most  vital  points  of  the  family 
relation,  and  entera  into  its  most  intimate 
and  secret  life.  And  the  publisher  has 
issued  the  volume  in  such  attractive  style, 
that  it  makes  a  very  beautiful,  as  well  as 
appropriate  gift-book  for  bride  and  groom 
to  take  with  them  on  their  life  journey. 
It  is  equally  suited  for  parents  and  for 
children,  for  brothers  and  for  sisters. 

The  author  does  not  busy  the  mind 
with  the  externals  of  household  polite¬ 
ness,  and  the  dry  enumeration  of  duties, 
but  he  goes  right  to  the  heart,  and  shows 
how  peace  and  love  may  be  perpetuated, 
and  home  be  made  like  heaven.  We 
quote  a  few  passages  : 

Proof  from  the  Bible  is  sometimes  asked 
against  tbe  practice  of  polygamy.  I  reply  that 
the  whole  Bible  is  against  it,  from  the  first 
chapter,  where  God  said,  ‘  I  will  make  a  help¬ 
meet  for  him,’  to  the  last,  where,  the  Bride  the 
I.amb’s  wife  ’  is  seen  descending  out  of  heaven 
from  God.  And  every  metaphor  without,  as 
far  as  I  know,  an  exception,  has  in  view  simply 
and  only  one  wife.  To  add  a  plural  would  be  to 
rob  figure  and  illustration  of  all  their  force  and 
beauty,  and  in  many  cases  to  make  them  only 
absurd. 

Our  Lord’s  words,  ‘  They  twain  shall  be  one 
flesh,’  ‘A  man  shall  leave  father  and  mother, 
and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife,’  point  unerringly  to 
the  same  truth,  and  clearly  do  not  countenance, 
even  by  implication,  a  plurality.  A  man  shall 
cleave  to  his  three  wives  1  They  four  shall  be 
one  flesh!  You  smile  at  the  absurdity,  while 
the  grand  and  beautiful  truth  which  He  taught 
has  vanished  away. 

Under  the  mutual  duties  of  husbands 
and  wives  he  mentions  ‘  Forbearance  with 
each  other,’  and  says — 

Happy  are  they  to  whom  marriage  brings 
no  unwelcome  revelations.  There  is  a  veil  of 
beauty  and  romance  hanging  over  the  days  of 
courtship  and  early  marriage  Uke  the  thin  mists 
which  make  the  landscape  lovely  in  autumn 
time.  In  these  halcyon  days  each  appears  to 
the  other  in  the  most  attractive  form,  not  only 
of  character,  but  of  outward  garb.  The  in¬ 
stinct  is  to  be  seen  not  more  with  smiles  than 
with  well-arranged  hair  or  pleasing  dress.  The 
unlovely  traits  of  character  are  concealed,  not 
by  art,  but  out  of  love.  Love  allows  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  in  the  brief  and  too  quickly  passing 
hours  of  that  dreamy  time  for  anything  but  the 
beautiful  to  appear.  But  sooner  or  later  these 
days  are  over,  and  the  veil  drops  of  itself  away. 

Again  : 

Let  the  newly-married  make  up  their  minds 
that  they  will  find  out  much  that  they  do  not 
know  at  first,  and  that  it  will  not  be  all  good  to 
see  ;  but  let  them  at  the  same  time  resolve  to 
make  the  best  of  all  they  learn  of  each  other. 
If  your  husband  is  not  all  that  you  picture  him, 
remember  that  you  are  not  the  angel  you  once 
appeared ;  if  your  wife  is  more  ungraceful  in 
faded  calico  than  in  lace-trimmed  silk,  and 
more  tart  in  temper  now  than  when  you  saw  her 
for  an  hour  or  two  on  her  good  behavior,  do  not 
forget  that  you  in  your  uncoated  sleeves,  un¬ 
washed  face,  and  possibly  not  sunny  humor,  are 
not  the  noble  being  she  took  you  to  be. 

Here  is  a  touching  appeal  to  the  uncon¬ 
verted  husband  of  a  Christian  wife  : 

You  maybe  very  near  to  your  wife,  and  hold 
her  very  fondly  to  your  heart,  but  alas  I  there  is 
a  whole  world  of  thoughts  and  sympathies,  of 
hopes  and  fears,  to  which  you  are  alia  stranger. 
Have  you  never  seen  your  wife  pass  from  her 
room  with  wet  eyes,  and  come  to  you  silent,  but 
with  an  inexpressible  longing  in  her  look? 
Have  you  never  heard,  or  thought  you  did,  her 
voice  low  in  prayer,  or  caught  the  sound  of  sob 
and  a  murmured  ‘  O  God !  my  husband !  make 
him  Thy  child  I  Let  us  not  bo  separated  for¬ 
ever!’  You  know  well  what  it  meant. 

The  simplicity  and  directness  of  tbe 
following,  and  the  fact  that  the  words  are 
nearly  all  monosyllables,  make  it  a  good 
illustration  of  the  style  of  the  author  : 

Now  is  your  time.  Lose  not  yotir  children’s 
cliildheod.  Lose  not  your  boys  and  girls.  They 
will  not  be  such  long.  Make  the  most  of  them. 
Then,  if  God  shall  permit  yon  to  look  upon 
them,  men  and  women,  they  will  cling  to  you 
as  in  the  bygsne  days,  when  they  stood  by  your 
knee  or  nestled  in  your  arms.  You  will  be  mo¬ 
ther  and  father,  they  will  be  children  still.  If 
while  they  are  young  they  die,  it  will  be  blessed 
for  you  to  think  that  the  brief  years  that  God 
left  them  with  you,  you  made  as  bright  and  as 
happy  as  you  could  ;  if  you  leave  them  at  God’s 
call,  they  will  think  of  you  fondly  with  smiles 
of  love  and  gratitude  shining  through  every 
tear  of  sorrow  that  falls. 

He  appeals  to  sisters  thus  : 

Sisters,  do  not  turn  off  your  younger  brothers 
as  if  they  were  always  in  your  way,  and  any  ser¬ 
vice  which  they  might  ask  of  you  were  a  bm'- 
den.  Perhaps  the  hour  may  come,  when,  over 
a  coflin  that  looks  strangely  longer  than  you 
thought,  and  over  a  pale  brow  where  often, 
half  unwiUingly  and  perhaps  with  a  petulant 
push,  you  parted  the  hair,  you  bend  with  blind¬ 
ing  tears  and  sobs  that  shake  your  very  soul, 
while  remorseful  memory  is  busy  with  the  by¬ 
gone  hours. 

And  again — 

Sisters,  guard  and  protect  your  brothers. 
You  wonder  that  I  say  so  to  you.  The  guard 
and  protection,  you  think,  should  surely  rather 
come  from  them.  But  there  is  a  talismanic 
power  which  may  emanate  from  a  fragile  and 
gentle  sister,  mightier  than  brawny  muscle  or 
iron  will.  A  sister  can  throw  over  her  brother 
the  purity  of  her  maiden  life,  which  shall  sur¬ 
round  him  Uke  a  charmed  atmosphere.  O  if 
some  sisters  had  understood  this,  and  had  won 
their  brothers  to  their  side;  if  they  had  but 
shown  them  the  beauty  and  the  grace,  had 
made  to  pass  not  only  before  them,  but  to  touch 
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and  caress  them  lovingly,  the  sweetness  and 
the  spotless  innocence  of  a  true  woman’s  life, 
they  would  have  clad  their  brother  in  a  panoply 
of  steel,  and  put  in  his  hand  a  weapon  whose 
veiy  gleam  would  have  scared  away  the  ugly 
demons  of  vice  and  infamy.  But  they  <Ud  not 
do  it ;  and  so  ho  went  out,  and  wanton  and 
brazen-faced  temptation,  not  put  to  shame  by 
the  contrast  of  love  and  purity  at  home,  easily 
gained  the  victory  over  him.  Try,  then,  to  live 
so  lovingly  and  with  such  power,  that  when 
vice  allures  your  brother,  there  shall  come  up 
such  visions  of  purity  and  affection,  that  in  the 
contrast,  he  shaU  turn  in  disgust  and  loathing 
away. 

The  closing  chapter  ou  “The  Altar  in 
the  House  ”  is  perhaps  the  best  of  all. 
The  following  is  full  of  pathos  : 

It  would  be  pleasant  to  believe  that  some  who 
have  gone  with  mo  thi'ough  these  pages  wiU 
know  the  blessedness  of  famUy  religion  as  sym- 
boUzed  in  ‘  The  FamUy  Altar.’  I  will  try  to 
paint  for  you  a  pieture  of  the  coming  time. 
The  years  have  gone  (piickly  and  you  are  chang¬ 
ed,  but  the  altar  in  the  house  has  never  fallen 
down  during  them  all.  How  hallowed  and  how 
dear  the  associations  that  cluster  round  it !  You 
set  it  up— it  was  many  years  ago— when  with 
your  youthful  bride  you  entered  your  new  home. 
Your  locks  have  whitened  ns  you  have  minister¬ 
ed  at  it.  The  evening  of  your  life  has  conic. 
You  look  back  through  the  mists  that  gather 
as  you  gaze,  and  how  varied  and  how  tender 
the  scenes  which  rise  to  your  view ! 

Now  you  see  the  group  as  it  was  in  the  long 
ago — the  fair-haired chUdren  as  they  sat  around, 
the  babe  hushed  in  fond  arms  at  your  side, 
when  your  voice  had  no  trembling  in  it  as  you 
read  and  sang  and  prayed.  It  seems  but  yes¬ 
terday  that  they  all  were  there. 

As  you  look,  the  circle  has  narrowed  :  the  lit¬ 
tle  ones  that  hstened  have  grown  and  gone,  one 
by  one,  out  from  homo.  They  will  come  back 
no  more.  Borne  of  them  passed  away  from 
earth  in  the  far-back  days.  They  arc  children 
still.  They  will  always  be  children  to  you. 

You  remember  the  family  worship  that  morn¬ 
ing  when  your  Uttle  dead  lay  in  yonder  room, 
and  the  family,  pale  and  weary  with  watching 
and  sorrow,  came  in  hushed  silence  together. 
Perhaps  you  can  tell  even  now  the  Scripture, 
forever  associated  with  the  hour,  which  through 
falling  tears  you  tried  to  read.  You  remember 
the  prayer,  as,  with  the  sobs  of  mother  and 
children  in  your  car,  your  choked  voice  told 
the  story  of  grief  to  the  unseen  but  present 
Christ,  the  long  pauses  when  sorrow  would  not 
let  you  speak,  and  still  the  unutterable  relief 
you  found  as,  all  weak  and  stricken,  you  rested 
on  God. 

These  extracts  illusti’ate  the  s^jirit  and 
style  of  this  excellent  book,  which  we 
should  be  glad  to  see  placed  in  thousands 
of  families.  It  would  make  every  home 
sweeter  and  happier.  We  obseiwe  here 
and  there  a  few  errors  in  imnctuation 
and  other  “  lighter  mattex’s,”  which  wiU 
doubtless  be  corrected  in  the  next  edi¬ 
tion.  Altogether  we  doubt  not  it  will 
prove  a  most  useful  volume. 


A  TEN  MINDTES’  SERMON  FOR  THE 
HOT  WEATHER. 

By  Bev.  T.  Williston. 

Before  announcing  my  text,  I  may  as 
well  confess  that  it  was  not  originally 
penned  with  any  reference  to  my  present 
theme.  Using  it,  however,  in  the  accom¬ 
modation  way,  as  ministers  occasionally 
do,  (though  the  practice  is  not  to  be  com¬ 
mended)  let  us  briefly  ponder  the  words 
found  in  Gen.  xix.  28,  last  clause  :  “The 
smoke  of  the  country  went  up  as  the  smoke 
of  a  furnace.”  Hearers,  I  have  selected 
these  words  as  fitly  expressing  a  great  and 
melancholy  fact,  viz  :  That  the  smoke  of 
this  whole  country— m&j  I  not  say  of  the 
whole  world? — is  going  up  continually! 
Yes,  hearers,  our  beloved  country  seems  to 
be  on  fire  I  Now  the  smoke  of  which  my 
text  speaks  “went  up  ” — not  con.stantly  ; 
’twas  not  an  every  day  event — but  ours 
is  going  up  day  and  night,  year  after 
year.  And  what’s  very  strange,  this  vast 
volume  of  daily  ascending  smoke  is  gen¬ 
erated  by  and  issues  from  human  mouths  ! 
Yes,  man’s  mouth — seldom  woman’s — is 
the  furnace  where  all  this  smoke  is  pro¬ 
duced,  and  it  is  man’s  breath  that  impels 
the  whole  machinery.  Within  our  na¬ 
tional  bounds  there  are  probably  at  least 
two  millions  of  these  little  furnaces  in 
full  blast  each  day  ;  and  the  result  is  that 
the  very  heavens  are  obscured,  and  we 
are  daily  enveloped  in  a  dense  nicotian 
fog,  murky,  stinking,  and  stifling.  Do 
my  hearers  ask  ichat  harm  ensues  ?  Much, 
yea,  incalcidable  harm.  Is  it  no  harm  to 
have  the  sky  darkened.  Nature’s  sweet 
face  veiled  in  fog,  and  the  great  atmos¬ 
pheric  bath  poisoned  every  day  ?  No 
harm  in  having  our  every  parlor  and  din¬ 
ing  room,  and  even  our  every  garment, 
scented  with  nicotine,  and  our  ladies  forc¬ 
ed  to  inhale  the  poison,  and  to  gag,  and 
cough,  and  cry  ?  Besides,  to  keep  such 
a  multitude  of  furnaces  agoing,  and  to 
generate  all  this  smoke,  requires  a  vast 
outlay  of  money ;  and  the  millions  that 
are  annually  expended  thus,  are  worse 
than  wasted.  Hard  times  and  a  scarcity 
of  bread  would  be  unheard  of,  if  “  the 
smoke  of  the  country  ”  were  only  put  out, 
and  the  millions  spent  in  producing  it 
were  only  put  to  a  better  use.  And  be¬ 
sides  the  pecuniary  damage,  they  who 
make  a  furnace  of  their  mouths  lessen 
their  physical  vigor,  impair  their  appe¬ 
tite,  becloud  their  intellects,  deaden 
their  religious  susceptibilities,  and  shorten 
their  lives.  Such,  dear  hearers,  are  a  few 
of  the  evils  resulting  from  the  mainten¬ 
ance,  in  our  land,  of  such  a  host  of  human 
smoke  factories.  And  now  what  are  the 
benefits  ?  Why,  these  countless  f  ictories 
and  furnaces  put  money  into  the  pockets  of 
the  pious  land  owners  residing  on  the  Con¬ 
necticut  River,  and  elsewhere;  and  furnish 
a  lucrative  employment  for  a  large  body  of 
persons  who,  were  the  furnaces  to  stop, 
would  have  to  earn  their  bread  in  some 
better  way.  And  then,  second,  the  busi¬ 
ness  in  all  its  branches  gratifies  the  devil ! 
He  seems  to  have  an  affinity  for  smoke, 
and  smoke  is  spoken  of  as  issuing  from 
his  abode.  (See  Rev.  xix.  3,  and  xiv.  11.) 
While  it  saddens  pure  minds  to  see  count¬ 
less  nicotian  furnaces  daily  ejecting  their 
columns  of  smoke,  it  makes  Satan  good- 
natured  !  But,  hearers,  I’m  not  sure  that 
we  are  justified  in  calling  that  a  benefit, 
which  gladdens  Satan,  or  which  enriches 
some  men  at  the  expense  of  the  general  good, 
and  icithout  their  rendering  any  proper 
equivalent  for  the  wealth  they  amass.  I 
must  not  close  without  charging  my 
hearers,  one  and  all,  to  ponder  these 
truths  with  solemn  self-application.  Be¬ 
loved  hearer,  are  you  guilty  of  daily  con¬ 
verting  your  mouth  into  a  smoke  factory, 
and  your  breath  into  nicotized  fog  ?  Are 
you  one  who  helps  produce  that  immense 
smoky  column  which  daily  goes  up  to 
poison  the  air,  eclipse  the  landscape,  and 


obscure  the  glorious  canopy  of  heaven  ? 
Or,  if  the  great  fog  ocean  has  not  your 
mouth  for  a  tributary,  do  you  help 
produce  the  fetid  black  streams  which 
daily  inundate  our  streets  and  dwell¬ 
ings — [sanctuaries  only  every  seventh 
day)  carrying  filth,  sterility,  and  conster¬ 
nation  in  all  their  track  ?  Can  it  be, 
hearer,  that  the  delicate  organ  with 
which  man  tastes,  masticates,  talks,  and 
kisses,  was  also  made  to  bo  a  smoke 
laboratory,  or  a  spring  whence  a  foul, 
black  liquid  should  issue  ?  Impossible  ! 
Hcoi’cr,  if  “  thou  art  the  man,”  cry  pec- 
cavi  without  delay  ;  aud  with  it  say  “  I 
will  sin  no  more.”  But  if  you  will  per¬ 
sist,  the  woi-st  wish  I  have  for  you  is, 
that  if  you’ve  no  wife  you  may  never  get 
one,  and  that  no  lady  will  ever  deign  to 
accept  a  kiss  from  your  Ups  !  If,  in  spite 
of  your  filthy  habit,  j’ou  are  so  fortunate 
as  to  reach  heaven,  I  hope  that  in  your 
journey  thither  you’ll  confine  yourself  to 
the  smoking  cur;  aud  that,  unless  death 
purifies  your  breath,  you  and  your  party 
will  in  heaven  be  assigned  a  pew  by  your¬ 
selves.  _ 

GLORIFYING  GOD. 

A  Lecture-room  Talk,  by  Henry  Ward  Beecher. 

[B'-ported  for  The  Evangelist.] 

Fbisay  Evenino,  July  15. 

One  of  the  simplest  things  in  the  world 
is  yet  the  hardest,  both  to  understand 
and  to  irractice.  It  is  uttered  in  these 
words,  “  Whether  ye  eat  or  drink  or  what¬ 
soever  ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God.  ” 

It  seems  easy  to  glorify  God  in  the 
pomp  of  the  cathedral,  or  where  in  more 
humble  circumstances  brethren  gather 
together  for  that  purpose  ;  and  we  feel  as 
if  the  martyr’s  glorified  God,  but  we  do 
not  see  how  men  can  glorify  God  in  mi¬ 
nutiae  and  even  in  eating  and  drinking. 
Nothing  seems  farther  removed  from  re- 
hgion  than  eating  and  drinking  ;  aud  if 
we  had  not  clothed  them  with  social  at¬ 
tractions,  nothing  would  seem  more  ani¬ 
mal.  It  seems  hard  to  eat  and  drink  to 
God’s  glory,  and  hard  to  glorify  God  with 
our  passions,  also  hard  to  glorify  Him 
with  our  physical  industry. 

The  clerk  in  the  counting-room,  Imsy 
all  day  with  his  figures  and  calculations, 
does  not  see  how  he  is  to  glorify  God  with 
his  ai-ithmetic.  The  engineer  don’t  ex¬ 
actly  see  how  he  is  to  glorify  God  with 
his  engine.  Yet  this  is  as  plain  as  any¬ 
thing  in  the  world.  When  General  Grant 
was  in  the  campaign,  no  one  had  any 
doubts  but  that  he  was  disinterested  ;  our 
generals  acted  from  high,  patriotic  im¬ 
pulses,  aud  no  one  more  so  than  General 
Grant.  His  whole  power  and  faculty  was 
dedicated  to  his  country.  The  whole  man 
was  given  to  his  country.  Where  the 
whole  is  devoted  to  one  pui’pose,  we  ask 
no  question  about  the  little  thing".  You 
can’t  start  the  great  water-wheel  and  have 
the  little  spindles  go  differently.  So  in 
life.  A  student,  whether  asleep  or  awake, 
taking  exercise,  engaged  in  fun  and  mer- 
I’iment,  or  in  anything  that  helps  to  give 
him  skill  and  acumen,  is  accomplishing 
the  end  he  has  in  view. 

The  old-fashioned  mother,  who  did  her 
own  work  !  (blessed  old  times,  we  shall 
never  see  them  again,  I  fear) — ^the  simple 
old  times  when  we  were  delivered  from 
help  (I  think  our  paradise  lies  behind 
us) — well,  you  can  imagine  her,  in  the 
morning  getting  the  children  off  to  school, 
then  busy  about  the  house  till  the  dinner 
hour  comes.  Everythiug  comes  upon 
her  ;  there  is  a  world  of  cooking  meat, 
a  world  of  sweeping,  and  it  is  all  love 
work.  There  is  not  a  particle  of  all  this 
domestic  work  that  she  does  not  enjoy,  if 
she  is  well  and  in  health  equal  to  it.  She 
could  tell  you  that  nothing  is  done  in  that 
house  but  that  which  she  does  for  love. 

No  wages  would  make  her  work  as  she 
does  ;  but  for  the  children  and  husband 
that  she  loves  better  than  all  the  world 
beside,  she  does  it.  When  she  sits  sewing 
up  a  rip  in  the  overalls  of  her  great  boy, 
she  is  not  thinking  love,  but  love  leads 
her  to  that  work,  and  the  great  work  of 
her  life  is  love. 

So,  provided  the  rvhole  heart  goes  out 
to  God  in  love,  where  a  soul  has  made 
Christ  everything,  it  is  vei'y  easy  to  make 
all  conspire  together,  and  every  part  of 
life  become  a  consecrated  part.  When 
persons  feel  they* are  moving  totally  in 
that  way,  they  get  over  the  partialisms  of 
religion. 

Many  are  religious  in  meeting,  and 
leave  their  religion  when  they  go  aw’ay. 
But  when  you  are  in  meeting,  your  busi¬ 
ness  is  emotion  ;  when  you  go  out,  your 
business  is  work,  and  not  emotion.  Some¬ 
times  you  are  to  will,  sometimes  to  think, 
and  at  other  times  it  is  the  duty  of  your 
heart  to  experience  emotion.  It  can  all 
be  serving  God. 

A  man  goes  into  the  nursery  and  con¬ 
stitutes  himself  a  nurse  ;  he  goes  to  frol¬ 
icking  with  the  children,  down  on  his 
knees  if  need  be  to  help  the  sport ;  some 
one  looks  in  and  says,  ‘  Well,  I  saw  him  a 
juilge  on  the  bench  yesterday;  it’s  a  queer 
plqce  for  him  to  be  down  here  on  the  floor 
frolieking  with  the  children.  ’  Neverthe¬ 
less  he  can  be  serving  God  in  both  cases. 
God  gave  men  wit  and  humor,  and  when 
wit  and  humor  will  smooth  the  way  of 
life,  keep  the  bristles  down  an  d  the  claws 
in,  you  are  serving  God  as  well  with  it 
as  with  any  service,  and  in  its  place  a 
man  may  as  well  have  that  on  his  lips  as 
a  psalm  or  a  hymn. 

In  battle,  in  the  dungeon,  in  school,  or 
walking  in  the  street,  provided  eveijthing 
is  consecrated  to  God,  it  is  all  well.  Some 
have  scruples  of  conscience  about  going 
off  on  a  vacation.  But  you  ought  to 
serve  God  laughing  as  wall  as  crying, 
sleeping  or  waking, — in  every  mood  and 
in  all  its  tenses,  “  whatever  you  do,  do  all 
to  the  glory  of  God.” 

The  full,  lai’ge,  round  Christian  is  one 
who  lives  in  the  enjoyment  of  affection 
and  duty,  all  the  day  long.  But  you 
must  not  confound  the  germinating  peri¬ 
od  of  Christian  life  with  the  full  growth. 
We  must  make  large  allowance  for  begin¬ 
ners  ;  those  who  are  on  the  way  are  not 
typical  Christians.  The  path  of  the  just 
is  as  the  light  that  shineth  more  and 
more  unto  the  perfect  day. 

Deacon  Fanning — Is  there  not  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  temperament  ? 

Mr.  Beecher — I  suppose  the  Lord  has 
dwarfs  in  the  spiritual  kingdom.  If  I 
were  in  Florida,  I  wotdd  not  have  an  or¬ 


chard  of  Mandarin  oranges,  but  if  I  were 
in  China,  where  they  dwarf  them  pur¬ 
posely,  and  one  tree  bears  only  about 
twelve  oranges,  although  I  don’t  consid¬ 
er  them  model  trees,  I  would  not  say  they 
were  not  orange  trees — and  I  have  seen 
just  such  Christians. 


The  Independent  makes  the  announce¬ 
ment  that  a  house  in  Chicago  has  taken 
in  hand  to  publish  a  superior  edition  of 
Blachstone.  It  says  : 

Every  one  knows  that  the  Commenta¬ 
ries  of  Blackstone  have  been,  for  a  hun¬ 
dred  years,  the  great  first  book  to  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  law  ;  and  the  history  of  sev¬ 
eral  American  editions  of  that  book  would 
be,  in  some  respects,  a  history  of  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  legal  education  in  this  country. 
Several  of  these  so-called  American  edi¬ 
tions  have  been  simply  reprints  of  the 
English  editions  ;  and  have  been  of  less 
value  to  American  students  because  con¬ 
taining  no  intimation  of  the  particulars 
in  which  our  law  differed  from  that  of 
England.  It  very  early  occurred  to  the 
sages  of  the  law  in  this  country  that  a 
proper  edition  of  Blackstone  for  use  here 
should  be  carefully  annotated  as  to  all 
these  particulars.  The  first  editor,  we 
believe,  who  carried  out  this  plan,  was 
Judge  IBeverly  Tucker  of  Virginia,  in  the 
year  1798.  For  the  last  twenty  years  the 
standard  edition  of  Blackstone  has  been 
that  of  the  eminent  Pennsylvania  jurist. 
Judge  Shai’swood.  The  mei’it  of  this 
edition  is  very  great,  especially  in  the 
notes  to  the  first  two  volumes  ;  but  in  the 
last  two,  the  editorial  work  is  so  inferior 
to  what  precedes,  that  it  has  been  sup 
posed  to  be  the  work  of  some  other  Irand. 
However,  so  rapid  are  the  changes  in  the 
law,  both  in  this  country  and  in  England, 
aud  so  numerous  and  important  are  the 
developments  of  legal  principles  in  the 
decisions  of  the  courts,  that  the  very  best 
edition  of  Blackstone  must  inevitabR  be 
come  antiquated  every  ten  year’s,  it  will 
therefore  be  learned  with  great  satisfac¬ 
tion,  especially  by  the  profession,  that  an 
entirely  new  edition  is  now  in  press,  un¬ 
der  the  able  care  of  Mr.  Justice  Cooley  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan,  than 
whom  no  more  competent  editor  could  be 
found  in  the  whole  country.  This  edition 
will  note  all  modifications  in  the  law  both 
of  America  and  England  up  to  latest  date. 

The  Protestant  Churchman,  treating  of 
the  defection  of  Dr.  Stone,  and  his  pub¬ 
lication  in  explanation  thereof,  concludes 
with  the  following  slap  at  those  tempor¬ 
izers  who  try  to  “  hang  on  the  verge  ”  of 
two  denominations : 

There  is  one  peculiarity  in  Dr.  Stone’s 
case  which  is  deserviNg  of  notice.  He 
did  not  [lass  through  the  ritualistic  phase 
ou  his  way  to  the  Church  of  Rome.  He 
always  regarded  it  only  with  contempt.  ^ 
It  could  not  be  otherwise  with  a  mau  of 
the  intelligence,  logical  ability,  and  hon¬ 
esty  of  Dr.  Stone.  He  saw  at  once  that  no 
one  could  adopt  the  principles  of  Rituahsm, 
such  as  they  are,  and  intelligently  with¬ 
hold  himself  from  the  Church  of  Rome. 
He  had  too  much  sense,  not  to  see  that 
Anglican  Rituahsm  had  not  a  shadow  of 
reason  for  existing  separately  from  Rome  ; 
too  much  taste  not  to  prefer  the  genuine 
to  a  base  imitation  and  counterfeit ;  and 
too  much  earnestness  to  shrink  from  the 
logical  consequences  of  his  position. 
Anglican  Ritualism  is  for  men  who  have 
not  grasp  of  mind  enough  to  comprehend 
the  significance  of  the  principles  they 
adopt ;  or,  if  comprehending  them,  are 
destitute  of  moral  courage  to  follow 
where  these  principles  inevitably  lead. 
Ritualists  among  us  have  pointed  some¬ 
what  cxultingly  to  the  fact  that  Dr.  Stone 
was  never  numbered  with  them.  “  See,” 
they  say,  “it  is  not  Ritualism,  after  all, 
which  leads  to  the  Church  of  Rome.” 
They  are  welcome  to  the  fact,  and  also  to 
the  explanation  we  have  given. 

The  Christian  Intelligencer's  Boston  cor¬ 
respondent  remarks  that  questions  per¬ 
taining  to  labor  will  effect  materially  the 
standing  of  many  political  leaders,  and 
goes  on  to  say  : 

The  position  of  Senator  Wilson  upon 
the  question  of  Chinese  labor,  surprises 
many  of  his  friends.  The  fact  that  the 
time  is  at  hand  when  his  reelection  must 
be  publicly  discussed,  will  account,  in  a 
measure,  for  his  zeal  in  behalf  of  me¬ 
chanical  labor  in  this  State.  No  one 
would  find  fault  with  him  for  desiring  a 
reelection,  or  for  using  any  lawful  means 
for  this  end.  But  his  attitude  on  the 
Chinese  question  shows  that  he  has  not 
altogether  given  up  “  the  world,  the  flesh, 
and  the  rfein7.  ”  After  making  all  due  al¬ 
lowances  for  the  infirmities  of  the  flesh, 
there  is  too  much  in  his  case  just  now  to 
be  covered  over  by  Christian  cbai’ity. 
Far  better  for  him  to  lose  a  reelection 
than  sacrifice  his  character.  For  five 
years  and  more  he  has  been  esteemed  a 
Christian  man.  The  Cliristian  people  of 
this  State  would  stand  by  him  in  any 
trial.  But  be  shows  too  plainly,  in  his 
recent  “Chinese”  speeches,  the  “an¬ 
cient  ”  demagogue  of  Natick.  It  is  a  bit¬ 
ter  pill  his  friends  must  swallow  in  order 
to  siiiiport  him.  Senator  Wilson  cannot 
countenance  the  Crispin  movement  in 
New  England  and  retain  the  confidence 
of  his  friends.  The  Chinese  come  here 
because  the  folly  of  the  Crispins  opens 
the  way  for  them. 

The  Christian  Advocate  concludes  an  ar¬ 
ticle  ou  the  “National  Finances”  in  a 
very  hopeful  strain  : 

Meanwhile  all  croakers  about  the  na¬ 
tional  debt,  all  “  repudiators,”  may  well 
“  hide  their  diminished  heads.”  We  hope 
never  again  to  hear  a  hint,  however  indi¬ 
rect,  in  favor  of  repudiation.  And  these 
grand  developments  and  resources  of  the 
Republic  are  full  of  gratifying  signifi¬ 
cance  for  the  Church.  We  have  an  im¬ 
mense  Church  work  yet  to  do  for  the  mor¬ 
al  safety  of  the  country,  and  we  evidently 
have  the  fiscal  means  for  aU  of  it.  Church 
building  must  go  ou  at  a  greater  rate  than 
ever,  for  we  are  thus  fortifying  the  nation 
with  its  best  possible  defenses.  Our  ed¬ 
ucational  institutions  must  be  vastly  en¬ 
larged  in  their  very  foundations.  All  our 
Christian  and  philanthropic  machinery 
must  be  extended  on  the  right  and  on  the 
left.  The  rich  men  of  the  nation,  and  es¬ 
pecially  of  the  Church,  must  become  pub¬ 
lic  workmen  in  laying  its  chai’itable  foun¬ 
dations.  No  Chri.itian  citizen  should  feel 
that  he  can  “  live  unto  himself.”  In  no 
land  hiw  there  ever  before  been  such  op¬ 
portunities,  in  none  such  responsibilities. 


THE  PERCEPTION  OP  PURITY. 

Marvelous  it  is  Imw  innocence  perceives 
the  approach  of  evil,  which  it  cannot  know 
by  experience,  just  as  the  dove,  which  has 
never  seen  the  falcon,  trembles  by  instinct 
at  its  approach,  just  as  the  blind  man  de¬ 
tects  by  finer  sensitiveness  the  passing  of 
the  cloud  which  he  cannot  see  overshadow¬ 
ing  the  sun.  It  is  wondrous  how  the  truer 
we  become,  the  more  unerringly  we  know 
the  ring  of  truth,  can  discern  whether  a 
man  be  true  or  not,  and  can  fasten  at  once 
upon  the  rising  lie  in  word  aud  look  and 
dissembling  act :  —  wondrous  how  the 
chai’ity  of  Chi’ist  in  the  heart  perceives 
every  aberration  of  charity  in  others,  in 
ungentle  thought  or  slanderous  tone. 
How  shall  we  recognize  truth  ?  What  is 
the  test  by  which  we  shall  know  whether 
it  comes  from  God  or  not  ?  Christ  says, 
“  My  sheep  know  me. ”  Wisdom  is  justi¬ 
fied  of  her  children.  Not  by  some  length¬ 


ened  investigation,  whether  the  shep¬ 
herd’s  dress  be  the  identical  dress,  aud 
the  staff  he  carries  genuine,  do  the  sheep 
recognize  the  shepherd.  They  know  him 
as  a  man  knows  his  friends  ;  they  know 
him,  in  short,  instinctively.  Just  so  does 
the  soul  recognize  what  is  of  God  and 
true.  There  is  a  something  in  our  souls 
of  God,  which  corresponds  with  what  is 
of  God  outside  of  us,  and  recognizes  it 
by  direct  tuition  ;  something  in  the  true 
soul  that  corresponds  with  truth  and 
knows  it  to  be  truth.  In  all  matters  of 
eternal  truth  the  soul  is  before  the  intel¬ 
lect;  the  things  of  God  are  spiritually 
discerned  ;  you  know  the  truth  by  being 
ti’ue  ;  you  recognize  God  by  being  like 
him. — Robertson. 


AN  ELOQUENT  GREEK  ORATOR. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Goodwin  of  the  First 
Congregational  church  of  Chicago  has 
recently  returned  from  a  health  trip 
abroad,  and  thus  writes  (in  the  Advance) 
of  a  popular  Athenian  priest  who  was 
some  time  ago  first  brought  to  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  American  readers  by  Prof.  Tyler. 
He  says  : 

“  The  chief  sensation  of  Athens  just 
now  is  a  priest  named  Dionysius  Latos, 
aud  among  the  mummeries  dinning  the 
ear  on  every  side  during  these  festivities, 
it  was  refre-shing  to  find  one  service  that 
was  an  exception.  This  young  priest 
was  originally  one  of  the  candle-snuffers, 
a  lad  of  no  education,  and  with  no  appa¬ 
rent  gifts,  except  a  fine  rich  voice.  Pro¬ 
moted  because  of  this  to  assist  in  the 
chorals,  he  somehow  obtained  leave  to 
talk  or  preach,  and  astonished  every  one, 
and  greatly  captivated  the  people  by  his 
eloquence.  He  speedily  acquired  a  wide 
notoriety,  and  won  many  friends.  Among 
them  was  a  rich  Athenian,  who  proposed 
to  him  to  spend  three  years  in  the  schools 
of  Germany  and  France,  at  his  expense. 
He  accepted  the  offer,  spent  the  time  in 
diligent  application,  and  has  just  return¬ 
ed,  and  is  creating  the  highest  enthusi¬ 
asm. 

“  I  went  on  Friday  moi-ning  to  hear 
him  preach,  and  found  the  chm’ch  literal¬ 
ly  packed.  And  the  Greek  churches  hav¬ 
ing  no  seats,  admit  of  such  a  crowding 
as  is  entirely  unknown  to  American  au¬ 
diences.  There  was  no  getting  near  the 
main  entrance,  the  throng  extending  in¬ 
to  the  street.  I  found  a  side  door,  how¬ 
ever,  to  the  women’s  gallery,  and  there 
at  last  succeeded,  by  climbing  upon  a 
pile  of  boards,  in  getting  a  view  of  the 
preacher  and  his  congregation.  Below 
me  was  a  sea  of  men’s  faces,  all  upturned 
toward  a  man  of  fine  intellectual  features, 
and  searching  dark  eyes,  and  who  in  the 
black  gown  and  round  brimless  hat  or 
high  stiff  fez  of  a  Greek  priest,  stood  in  a 
pulpit  projecting  from  one  of  the  columns 
near  the  middle  of  the  church.  I  was 
impressed  at  once  with  the  earnestness  of 
the  preacher’s  face  and  manner.  There 
was  that  in  the  kindling  of  the  eye,  the 
tone  of  the  voice,  and  the  sweep  of  the 
hand  even,  that  witnessed  unmistakably 
to  the  preacher’s  deep  conviction  of  the 
truth  and  importance  of  his  words.  One 
could  not  look  and  listen  without  a  con¬ 
scious  sympathy  in  response.  It  would 
have  been  no  common  privilege  to  hear 
the  language  of  Socrates  and  Demos¬ 
thenes  spoken,  and  that  in  their  own  Ath¬ 
ens,  with  the  distinctness  and  grace  and 
fervor  which  marked  the  speaker’s  utter¬ 
ance.  Certainly  there  was  a  rhythm  and 
music  aud  richness  about  it  that  I  had 
never  imagined,  and  that  seemed  to  thrill 
and  move  the  people  somewhat  as  did 
their  great  orators  in  those  earlier  days. 
But  when  in  the  course  of  a  fervent  pas¬ 
sage  my  ears  caught  in  Greek  the  words, 
‘Ye  men  of  Athens,’ and  then  following 
the  whole  discourse  of  Paul  from  Mars 
Hills,  in  the  very  words  he  used,  aud  un¬ 
der  the  very  shadow  of  the  spot  where  he 
stood,  I  felt  as  if  the  centuries  were  sud¬ 
denly  rolled  back,  and  not  a  Greek  priest, 
but  a  greater  than  he,  and  a  greater  than 
Demosthenes  or  Plato  were  there  before 
me,  preaching  in  this  wonderful  language 
Christ  and  Him  crucified.  I  could  only 
now  and  then  nndei’stand  a  word,  but 
caught  enough  to  divine  that  the  theme 
of  the  discourse  was  the  love  of  God  as 
revealed  in  the  life  and  death  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

“The  preacher  continued  for  a  full 
hour  and  a  half,  closing  with  many  quo¬ 
tations  of  Scripture  and  with  much  im¬ 
passioned  eloquence,  and  the  people  stood 
eager  to  the  end.  It  is  believed  here  by 
those  who  know  Latos  intimately,  that  he 
is  in  every  respect  heartily  in  sympathy 
with  evangelical  religion.  And  the  hope 
is  warmly  cherished  that  he  will  prove  to 
the  Greek  Church  in  Athens  far  more 
than  Pere  Hyacinthe  to  the  Latin  Church 
in  Paris — a  fearless  and  mighty  apostle  of 
the  truth,  that  cannot  be  cajoled  from 
his  purpose  by  flatteries,  nor  silenced  by 
threats.” 


A  PAPAU  »  MIRACLE.” 

Shortly  after  Easter  an  event  occurred 
in  Rome  which  had  but  few  witnesses, 
and  has  since  been  cautiously  and  timidly 
whispered  through  the  streets.  As  it 
however  throws  an  interesting  light  on 
the  state  of  things  in  the  Eternal  City, 
and  on  the  views  of  the  Pope  regarding 
his  own  person  and  office,  it  deserves  to 
be  known  in  Germany.  The  scene  is 
at  Monte  Mario,  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Villa  Melini.  Leaning  heavily  on  the 
arm  of  an  attendant  the  Pope  climbed 
the  steep  ascent,  the  impersonation  of 
corporeal  weakness  and  decrepitude. 
Every  road  and  path  about  Rome  is  con¬ 
stantly  besieged  by  beggars.  The  blind, 
the  halt,  and  the  sufferers  from  the  ter¬ 
rible  malaria  solicit  everywhere  the  char¬ 
ity  of  the  passer-by.  Among  a  troop  of 
mendicants  there  was  one  lame  of  both 
feet,  who  seemed  to  have  a  particular 
claim  to  the  compassion  of  the  benevo¬ 
lent.  As  his  Holiness  drew  near,  the 
withered  countenance  of  the  beggar  bright¬ 
ened  up  ;  he  raised  his  hands,  and  every 
feature  seemed  to  say  :  “  Master,  have 
pity  on  me !  ”  Pope  Pius  went  up  to 
him,  and  when  we  recollect  his  very  de¬ 
cided  for  miracles,  and  his  firm 

conviction  that  he  himself  is  a  wonderful 
instrument  of  Divine  Providence,  we  can 
easiljr  comprehend  the  sequel.  Profound¬ 
ly  agitated,  he  raised  his  hand,  and  said 
to  the  infirm  mendicant:  “Arise,  take 
up  thy  bed  and  walk  !”  It  is  hardly  pos¬ 
sible  to  form  an  idea  of  the  effect  pro¬ 
duced  on  the  poor  sufferer  by  these  words 
issuing  from  the  mouth  of  infallibility. 
He  looked  a  moment  as  if  electrified,  and 
then  with  sparkling  eyes  sprang  up,  and 
advanced  two  or  throe  paces.  The  coun¬ 
tenance  of  the  Pope  beamed  with  rap¬ 
ture,  but  in  a  few  seconds  the  seemingly 
healed  beggar  fell  heavily  to  the  ground. 
Like  a  soldier  pressing  forward  with  des¬ 
perate  energy  to  the  attack  of  a  fortress, 
the  Pontiff  cried  a  second  time  :  “  Arise 
and  walk  !”  but  when  the  patient  sprang 
up  agaiu  only  to  fall  down  anew,  the 
hands  of  the  Pope  trembled,  his  voice 
became  hoarse,  aud  he  repeated  the  com¬ 
mand  a  third  time  stammering.  Yet  an¬ 
other  convulsive  effort,  and  the  eyes  of 
the  half-.savage  and  filthy  Lazai’us  reveal¬ 
ed  horribly  all  his  suffering  and  his  dis- 
appointment.  The  face  of  Pope  Pius  be¬ 
came  deadly  pale,  and  he  was  borne, 
half-fainting,  to  his  carriage.  In  another 
moment  the  vehicle  was  rolling  away  at  a 
fimous  pace,  while  the  unfortunate  men¬ 
dicant  lay  writhing  on  the  street  and 
groaning  “  Madonna,  Madonna  !”  This 
anecdote  is  highly  characteristic  of  Pius 
IX.  His  self-assumed  omnipotence  and 
his  mania  for  ^isonal  infallibility  are 
in  him  not  policy  but  earnest  convic 
tion,  though  his  undonbting  faith  in 
himself  has,  no  donbt,  been  dexterously- 
made  subservient  to  the  favorite  policy  of 
others.” — North  Oertnem  Correspondent.

ren  of  another  creed.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  new  prayers,  or  those  under  revisioi 
shaU  lay  stress  upon  the  religious  missioi 
of  I.srael,  the  Providential  guidance  in  itiri 
history,  the  fundamental  Mosaic  prinoil 
pies  of  progressive  development,  a  future^ 
universal  knowledge  of  the  Almighty’si 
commands  a  love  of  peace,  justice  andl 
humanity.”  ' 

A  Grceco-RuMlan  Cnareh  in  New  York.] 

Judge  Fisher  of  San  Francisco,  com¬ 
municates  the  fact  that  it  has  been  deter-i 
mined  by  the  Holy  Synod  of  Russia,  at| 
St.  Petersburg,  “that  a  Graeco-Eussian I 
church  shall  be  erected  in  the  citj-  of  New! 
York.  The  plans,  etc.,  have  already  ar¬ 
rived,  by  which  it  appears  it  will  be  of  By- 
santine  architecture.  The  Empress  of! 
Russia  takes  a  great  interest  in  the  mat-  1 
ter ;  about  five  thousand  dollars  have 
been  already  collected  there.  It  is  expect-  * 
ed  that  the  Greeks  of  America  and  other 
parts  of  the  world  wrill  also  contribute 
hberally.  New  York  is  expected  to  be, 
in  time,  the  seat  of  the  Greek  Orthodox 
Eastern  Church  Arch-Diocesan,  and  of  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  that  hierarchy  on 
the  American  continent.  New  Orleans 
and  San  Francisco  to  be  Episcopal  seats. 
We  are  also  informed  that  Mr.  N.  L. 
Bjeri’ing  of  Baltimore,  whose  letter  to  the 
Pope  of  Rome,  renouncing  Romanism, 
dated  Jan.  24th,  1870,  will  be  recollected, 
has  been  invited  by  telegraph,  from  St. 
Petersburg,  to  proceed  tluther,  to  be  bap¬ 
tized,  ordained  into  the  ministiy,  and  be 
consecrated  as  one  of  the  Greek  Orthodox 
Bishops  in  the  United  States.” 

Tke  Rev.  Andrew  Cnmeron, 

One  of  the  Free  Church  ministers  of  For¬ 
farshire,  Scotland,  has  received  an  influ¬ 
ential  call  from  Melbourne,  to  settle  there 
as  colleague  and  successor  to  the  Rev.  Dx. 
Cairns,  an  Australian  minister  of  emi¬ 
nence.  Mr.  Cameron  is  well  known  as  the 
editor  of  one  or  two  of  the  most  success¬ 
ful  religious  publications  in  Scotland, 
besides  being  a  pastor  of  a  congregation. 
He  has  accepted  the  call,  and  intends  to 
leave  in  the  course  of  next  month.  The 
congregation  over  which  he  is  to  be  set¬ 
tled  is  the  most  influential  Presbyterian 
one  in  Australia. 

Ant  Oriental  Impostor. 

At  Yemen  there  lately  appeared  a  pre¬ 
tended  Messiah,  who  produced  great  ex¬ 
citement.  It  was  said  of  him  that  his  face 
had  the  splendor  of  the  sun  ;  that  the  name 
“  Son  of  David  ”  is  engraved  upon  his 
hand ;  that  he  possesses  the  valuable 
power  to  discover  treasures ;  that  he  is 
invulnerable,  &c.  A  correspondent  of 
the  Lebanon  reports  that  he  was  pursued 
by  Arabs  and  killed  in  the  mountains. 
His  head  was  sent  to  the  city  officers  of 
Sanna,  and  bis  body  buried  by  the  Jews. 
But  superstition  is  more  invulnerable 
than  false  Messiahs.  Ari  Shocher  (such 
was  his  name)  is  not  considered  as  dead 
by  his  followers.  He  appeared  now  un¬ 
der  another  form  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Sanna,  and  proclaimed  that,  at  a  later 
time,  he  will  assume  again  his  former 
shape.  The  government  has  taken  steps 
to  seize  him. 

Tbe  Csar  and  the  Shah. 

The  Czar  of  Russia  and  the  Shah  of 
Persia  are  to  have  an  interview  in  August 
in  Tiflis,  in  Persia.  Tiflis  is  suggestive 
of  roses  and  wine  and  nightingales.  But 
the  meeting  will  be  an  event  of  moment, 
particularly  to  England  and  Turkey.  The 
schismatic  Persian  never  could  recognize 
the  green-turban  ed  Sultan  as  the  head  of 
the  Church,  and  the  latter  regarded  his 
rebellious  co-religionists  with  no  very 
pleasant  feelings.  Political  considera¬ 
tions  have  of  coarse  largely  strt  ngthened 
this  antagonism,  and  l^key  has  ateays 
apprehended  danger  from  the  Persian 
frontier.  An  able  and  ambitious  Prince 
new  occupies  the  Persian  throne,  and  he 
aims  at  nothing  less  than  a  great  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  his  frontiers  at  the  expense  of 
Turkey,  as  well  as  the  development  of  the 
internal  resources  of  Persia,  which  latter 
process  has  already  begun.  Both  the  ag¬ 
riculture,  manufacture  and  trade  of  that 
far  distant  region  is  increasing  largely. 
Russia  expressly  disclaims  any  desire  to 
secure  any  part  of  Turkey  in  Asia,  and 
would  be  glad  to  yield  the  whole  of  it  to 
Persia  in  consideration  of  the  effective 
help  at  the  critical  time.  The  Persian 
army  has  been  strengthened,  and  foreign 
officers,  notably  Russians  and  French, 
have  instructed  the  soldiery  in  the  use  of 
the  most  approved  weapons  of  war.  With¬ 
out  the  disadvantages  of  a  great  public 
debt,  with  a  loyal  and  bigoted  people, 
accustomed  to  hardships,  and  not  as  yet 
enervated  by  the  refinements  of  modern 
civilization,  the  Persians  would  make 
very  effective  auxiliaries  of*  the  Russians, 
either  in  an  attack  upon  Turkey  or  against 
India.  Slowly  but  surely  is  Russia  press¬ 
ing  down  upon  the  latter  country  ;  but  a 
few  semi-independent  tribes  now  divide 
them,  and  with  Persia  for  a  base  of  sup¬ 
plies  and  the  use  of  her  cavalry,  England 
would  have  to  make  gieat  efforts  to  retain 
India.  Turkey  could  be  neutralized  in 
any  general  European  war  by  a  hostile 
army  upon  her  frontiers  ;  Turkey  in  Asia 
being  the  glittering  prize  held  out  to  the 
Persians  for  their.,  aid  in  securing  Con¬ 
stantinople  to  the  Czar. — Newark  Adv. 
The  Barbarlam  of  Greece. 

One  of  the  saddest  evidences  of  the 
barbarism  of  Greece  is  furnished  in 
the  circumstances  connected  with  the 
death  and  burial  of  the  Greek  brigand 
chief,  Tomaro.  When  the  Turkish 
authorities  dispersed  the  band  he  was 
wounded,  but  managed  to  escape  to  Syra, 
where  he  died  of  his  injuries.  The  au¬ 
thorities  were  apprised  that  he  would 
probably  seek  refuge  there,  but  instead 
of  handing  him  over  to  justice,  they 
treated  him  as  though  he  were  a  hero  of 
the  highest  rank.  The  Archbishop  o£ 
Syra  officiated  at  his  funeral ;  the  gover¬ 
nor  followed  his  remains,  and  soldiers 
were  sent  from  Athens  to  do  honor  to  the 
occasion,  although  it  was  well  known  by 
everybody  that  he  was  a  robber  chief. 
He  was  extolled  as  a  man  who  had  sacri¬ 
ficed  his  life  for  the  honor  of  Greece. 
The  Archbishop  who  performed  tbe  cere¬ 
mony  is  the  same  who  lately  visited  Eng¬ 
land.  Tomaro  had  with  him  jGSOO,  his 
share  of  the  ransom  of  Mr.  Van  Lennup  ! 


Freedom  of  Religion  In  Rnwla. 

The  Memorial  Diplomatique  recently 
announced  that  M.  de  Pressense,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Reformed  Consistory  of  Paris, 
had  appealed  to  the  JElmperor  Alexander, 
on  behalf  of  the  Protestant  inhabitots 
of  the  Baltic  provinces  of  Russia,  against 
the  system  of  proselytism  adopted  to  com¬ 
pel  their  adoption  of  the  Orthodox  Rus¬ 
sian  faith,  and  that  His  Majesty  had  in¬ 
timated  his  willingness  to  receive  M.  de 
Pressense,  and  to  hear  from  him  a  verbal 
statement  of  his  views.  The  same  paper 
now  states  that  M.  de  Pressense,  accom¬ 
panied  by  Pastor  Monod  of  Gene  va,  and 
Ifrofessor  St.  Hilaire,  was  received  on 
June  24th  by  the  Czar,  at  the  Chateau 
de  Berg,  near  Stuttgart.  They  are  repre¬ 
sented  as  having  met  with  a  ve^  gracious 
reception,  and  to  have  obtained  from  His 
Majesty  a  formal  promise  tiiat  the  Pro- 
t6stant8  wlio  in  1846  and  1®^®,  had  b€en 
constrained  to  abjure  their  faith,  and  to 
embrace  the  Orthodox  Greek  Creed,  may 
freely  return  to  their  original  religion.
